Japan bars 
N-arms entry 

TOKYO. March 17 (R) —The Japanese 
government, fearing protests next week dur- 
ing the visit of a U.S. nuclear-powered air- 
craft carrier, told the United States Thursday 
it cannot bring nuclear weapons into Japan. 

A government spokesman said Foreign 
Minister Shmiaro Abe reminded U.S. 
Ambassador Mike Mansfield that Japanese 
regulations do not permit production or pos- 
session of nuclear weapons in this country or 
the introduction of such weapons into Japan 
r its territorial waters. 

Many Japanese believe that the carrier, the 
90,000-ton Enterprise, which arrives at 
I Sasebo in southern Japan on Monday.carries 
1 nuclear weapons for its A-6 and A- 7 bom- 
bers. 

More than 3,000 riot police will protect the 
ship and its 5 ,5 00- man crew when it arrives 
with its escorting cruisers and destroyers after 
taking part in major war games still under 
way in South Korea. On Wednesday, police 
found an unexploded fire bomb in a U.S. 
navy ammunition dump in Sasebo and .sev- 
eral radical groups have said they will protest 
at the carrier's arrival, including some who 
said they will use boats to try to disrupt its 
entry into port. 


TEL AVIV, March 17 (R) — Israeli Prime Minister Meoahem Begin Thurs- 
day received detailed U.S. proposals on security arrangements in southern 
Lebanon, Israeli officials said. - 

At a briefing for correspondents, they said die new proposals .were worked 
. out during Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s recent visit to Washington, where 
he met five times with U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz. 

“The ideas are detailed and take our problems into account,” said one official, 
who asked not to be identified. “"Whether iris in a way that is enough to satisfy us 
is for the cabinet to deride.” 

Begin’ s government was to discuss the proposals at its weekly meeting on 
Sunday, the official said. He added that the detailed suggestions were drafted 
after Shamir left Washington on Tuesday. They were delivered by U.S. Ambas- 
sador Samuel Lewis Thursday. 

Security in southern Lebanon near the Israeli border has been a major issue in 
negotiations, to secure the withdrawal of all foreign forces from Lebanon. 

Israel has been demanding five military outposts manned by Israeli soldiers in 
southern Lebanon. The official said the new proposals were intended to meet 
the requirements envisaged for such outposts without the presence of Israeli 
troops on Lebanese soil. “We wanted dose cooperation between the Israeli and 
Lebanese armies,”- he said. “The Americans, who at first did not like this idea, 
have now accepted it in principle.” 

Israeli newspapers reported that Washington is now backing die idea of dose 
cooperation on various command levels and arrangements for sharing intellig- 
ence date between Lebanon and Israel. The newspapers said S hami r supported 
the proposals but much. would depend on whether the army believed they would 
effectively prevent a return of Palestinian commandos to southern Lebanon. 

The other main stumbling block in the negotiations, the dispute over future 
Israieli-Lebanese relations, was not discussed in Washington, the official said. 

Israel is demanding open borders and free movement of goods and people 
between the two countries. But Lebanon fears open ties with Israel would harm 
its relations with* the Arab world 

The negotiations, which were postponed this week because of the visits of 
Shamir and Lebanese Foreign Minister Eli Salem to Washington, will resume on 
Monday in Netanya. north of Tel Aviv, a U.S. Embassy spokesman said.

Scandal-hit T urin 
government quits 

ROME, March 17 (AP) — The 
Communist-Socialist city government in 
Turin resigned Thursday in a mushrooming 
bribery scandal that has tarnished the reputa- 
tion for honesty of leftist-led local administ- 
rations. 

Diego Novelli, a Communist who took 
over as mayor of Italy’ s automobile capital in 
1^5 .front the Christian Democrats, 
announced the resignation of the government 
at a city hall news conference. 

It came three days after the government of 
Turin’s region of Piedmont, an alliance of 
Communists, Socialists and Social Democ- 
rats, resigned. 

Eight local officials including Turin’s 
Socialist Deputy Mayor Enzo Biffi, have 
been arrested on charges of corruption. 

A separate investigation into waste of 
public money was extended late Wednesday 
to Rome's left-wing city council after magis- 
trates said they suspected local officials of 
falsifying their expenses with fictitious or 
exaggerated claims for meals. 

The leading Corriere Ddhi Sera of Milan 
said that “the accused and those under inves- 
tigation now belong to Italy's most powerful 
parties: the Socialists, Communists and 
Christian Democrats." 

“The investigators' offices and the relevant 
courts must be left free to get to the bottom of 
the case, with no exceptions for any party, 
even if it has a mass following,” the news- 
paper said in an editorial. 

The editor of Milan's conservative daily II 
Giomale Nuovo, wrote that bribe-taking and 
corruption are widespread now in all of 
Italy’s political parties. 

In the 1970's, leftist politicians ran for 
office pledging to clean up local administra- 
tions, arguing they were different from the 
right-wing Christian Democrats implicated in 
most of Italy’s national and focal scandals. 

Italy’s Communists, ' Western Europe’s 
largest and the second biggest party in Italy 
behind the Christian Democrats, won control 
of most of Italy's major cities in alliances with 
the Socialists, the third largest party. 


MOSCOW. March 17 (AFP) — The 
Soviet Union Thursday warned it would 
deploy nuclear missiles “near U.S. borders” 
if Washington goes ahead with plans to install 
Pershing U and Cruise missiles in the Euro- 
pean theater late this year. 

Soviet academician Georgj Arbatov, head 
of the United States and Canada Institute 
here, said Moscow “will have to install extra 
missiles not only in Europe but also near the 
American borders” if the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) goes ahead 
with the deployment. 

in a lengthy article published in the Com- 
munist Party newspaper Pravda, Arbatov 
pointed out that if NATO went ahead with 
plans to deploy extra Euromissiles, this 
would remove ail basis for both the Geneva- 
based U.S.-Soviet Euromissiie talks as weD as 
an agreement on a reduction of strategic 
forces. 

“It is difficult to imagine that an agreement 
could be concluded on a reduction of 
strategic arms," he said. “The Americans will 
add hundreds of missiles capable of attaining 
Soviet territory.” 

This is the second time in a week that the 
Soviets have raised the possibility of deploy- 
ing missiles capable of directly threatening 
the United States. 

On March 9. Vadim Zagladin, assistant 


head of international affairs for the Commun- 
ist Party central committee, suggested in 
Rome that the Soviets could deploy missiles 
— equivalent to several Pershing Ils in flight 
time near the United States. 

And in his statement Thursday. Arbatov, 
like Zagladin. rejected the possibility of a 
U.S.-sponsored “intermediary solution”. 
Commenting on rumors that Washington 
might “make new intermediary proposals!”, 
he said: “These would only be propaganda 
move posing as a compromise that was 
geared at the same end — the deployment of 
medium-range armaments in Europe.” 

Describing U.S. and NATO proposals at 
the Geneva talks as “dishonest”, he added 
that Western claims that British and French 
missiles could not be included in a missile 
count as they were not under NATO firing 
orders were “ridiculous 1 . 

The Soviet Union, he stressed, wanted 
“detente, a lasting peace and disarmament”. 
And he warned Washington that if it applied 
NATO policies, it would be taking on a grave 
“responsibility”. 

Observers here felt Moscow was stepping 
up pressure on the United States at a time 
when Ronald Reagan’s administration 
seemed to be trying to define “an intermedi- 
ary solution” in order to reach a compromise 
at Geneva.

Kohl offers post to Strauss 


BONN, March 17 (Agencies) — West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl began 
talks Thursday on a new coalition between 
his conservatives and the Free Democrats 
(FDP) amid continued speculation on the 
future role of right-wing leader Franz Josef 
Strauss. 

Kohl, whose election triumph 1 1 days ago 
has been marred by an open power struggle 
over government jobs, offered a cabinet role 
to the controversial Bavarian Premier Wed- 
nesday but refused to say what post he had 
proposed. 

Strauss is demanding more power for his 
Christian Social Union (CSU), sister-party of 
the chancellor's Christian Democrats 
(CDU). which increased its vote in the March 
6 poll while the FDP lost 19ofits 53 parliamen- 
tary seats. 

Conservative newspapers speculated 
Thursday that he had been offered the 
Defense Ministry, currently held by Christian 
Democrat Manfred Woemer, perhaps with 
extra responsibility for arms control and 
intelligence services. 

. But there was no sign that the Bavarian 
leader would accept such an offer and some 
political analysts said they’believed Strauss 
had already decided not to come to Bonn and 


was only playing for more influence over pol- 
icy. 

It appeared certain that Strauss had not 
been offered the post which be has long 
coveted — the Foreign Ministry portfolio of 
FDP leader Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 

Genscher said in a radio interview before 
Thursday's talks that he was “pretty sure” 
Kohl had not offered his job to the Bavarian 
leader. But analysts said Strauss, who fought 
Bonn's policy of detente with the Soviet bloc 
throughout the 1 970s, had succeeded in forc- 
ing some of his foreign policy ideas on the 
chancellor Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, coalition partners reached 
early agreement Thursday on an aisterity 
policy to revive the ailing economy without 
raising taxes, spokesmen said. 

The conservative Christian Democrats and 
Christian Social Union said their pact with 
the liberal Free Democrats requires 40 bil- 
iioa marks ($16.8 billion) to be saved over 
the next three years. 

Specifics on spending cuts have not been 
ironed out, according to party general- 
secretaries Heiner Geissler of the Christian 
Democrats, Edmund Stoiber of the Christian 
Social Union and Iimgard Adam-Schwaetzer 
of the Free Democrats. 


Scientists propose U.S. lunar base 


SPACE CENTER, Houston, March 17 
(AP) — America could establish and benefit 
from a base on the moon by the year 2000, 
according to a group of scientists and 
engineers. 

The scientists, attending the lunar and 
planetary science conference at Johnson 
Space Center on Wednesday, said that a 
permanently manned base on the moon — 
dubbed “Little America IT’ — would provide 
an unmatched center for the production of 
solar energy, harvesting of rare metals and 
the continued exploration of the universe. 

Hans Mark, the deputy, administrator for 
the U.S. space agency, NASA, said the explo- 
ration and development drive of man wfl] 


demand that eventually the moon be colon- 
ized. Mark said that plans are being made to 
establish an orbiting earth station and that 
hardware is being manufactured for a rocket 
transportation system that would cany cargo 
to a geosynchronous orbit — 23,000 miles 
(37,014 fans) above the earth. 

He said it would take only a small addi- 
tional thrust to carry such a rocket on to hinar 
orbit. “I think that we will have a lunar base 
by the year 2000 ” he said. “And we will have 
the enabling technology (for such a base) in 
this decade.” George Mueller, a former 
NASA official and now an aerospace execu- 
tive, said the lunar surface would be an idea] 
place to build a huge solar power station that 
could supply the electricity for earth. 
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OPEC jittery as pressure mounts on U.K. to cut price 


LONDON, March 17 (Agencies) — OPECs hard-won agreement on oil prices came under 
pressure Thursday as major oil companies renewed pressure oh the British National Oil Corp. 
for another drop in the price of North Sea crude. 

The Doily Telegraph reported that several ofl companies were poised to seek a reduction of 
up to $1 a barrel on the state-owned corporation’s present proposed price of $30.50 a barrel. 

Ofl companies say North Sea oil at $30 JO a barrel is uncompetitive against Nigerian ofl, 
now priced at $30, and against the basic price of $29 for ofl agreed by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries here Monday. 

Ofl minist ers of the 13-nation OPEC reached agreement on the $29 figure only after 12 
days of hard wrangling amongst themselves. 

Britain, which does not belong to OPEC, is currently the world's fifth largest oil producer 
and worries about a fall in N orth Sea prices hit the British pound Wednesday night It closed at 
$1.50995. 

The Daily Telegraph said some reports in oil circles predicted 
that North Sea oil could fall as low as $25 a barrel. The Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly in London said Wednesday that OPEC pro- 
ducers “might swallow” a $30 price for North Sea crude. 

But the Weekly said “all hell would break out” if the ofl corn- 
parties forced BNOC to cut more than that and thereby pushed 
OPEC into a free-for-all ofl war. 

’ During the marathan OPEC parleys in London last week, it was 
reported that Mrs. Thatcher's government had been pressured 
into accepting a nominal ceiling on production. However, analysts 
say rhis will be on no avail if Britain agrees to a price cut. 

Meanwhile, Kuwaiti Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa A1 Sabah 
said Wednesday OPECs new London agreement will not make 
die Gulf producers into “swing” producers. Sheikh AM Khattfa 

Shaikh Khalifa commented “not meeting your quota does not make you into a swing 
producer. OPEC countries are not forced to reach these quotas — this is only a ceiling for each 
country.” 

Ofl industry circles in the Gulf region believed it was unlikely that Kuwait and Qatar would 
be able to meet their newly awarded quotas. In Abu Dhabi, Western oilmen were saying that 
with the second quarter drawing near, even Abu Dhabi could face pressure from buyers, 
despite the fact that its ofl is of the highest quality in the Gulf. 

But the Kuwaiti minister said that any country which was unable to meet their quota in any 



given quarter, would not be able to make up the difference in the following quarter. Kuwait’s 
new price would be $27 30 per barrel, the minister confirmed. There was no de cisi on however 
as to when the new prices would be applicable. 

In Qatar, local oil officials were still waiting to be informed of the new level of prices. In the 
last month, Qatar’ s production went down to a record low of just 200,000 barrels daily, down 
from a January average of around 260,000 barrels daily. Qatar’s new quota is 300,000 barrels 
daily. 

In Baghdad, Iraqi Ofl Minister Qassem Ahmed Taqi was quoted Wednesday as saying that 
OPEC, Mexico and North Sea oil producers had an understanding on the need to stabilize the 
international market. 

The semi-official Baghdad daily Al -Jumhouriyah quoted Taqi as telling its correspondent in 
London that no formal agreement had been reached among the OPEC and non-OPEC 
producers on market stabilization, but contacts had taken place. 

“ I can say there is an understanding in the viewpoints of OPEC 
and Mexico and the producers in the North Sea” he said. 

Meanwhile, Iranian Prime Minister Hussein Musavi was 
quoted by the official Iranian news agency IRNA Wednesday as 
reiterating his government’s objection to the decision by other 
OPEC members to lower the price of oil. “The Iranian delegation 
had not signed what was approved by other OPEC members," 

IRNA quoted him as saying in Tehran following a cabinet meet- 
ing. 

IRNA quoted Musavi as adding that the price cut decided by an 
OPEC ministerial conference in London Monday would“be dis- 
advantageous for oil producing countries, instead large ofl com- 
. panies and cartels would benefit." Thatcher 

Hie international trade minister of the Canadian province of Alberta was quoted Wednes- 
day as urging OPEC to kt*p its prices over $25 per band in order to give Alberta’s tar sands 
reserves a chance of survival. 

We will be grateful if the OPEC producers manage to keep the price above that ($25) level, 
which is the cost for extracting one barrel of oil from Alberta’s vast tar sands reserves," Horst 
Schmidt was quoted as telling Dubai businessmen. 

The visiting Canadian minister was also quoted by the English-language daily KhalegTimes 
as Alberta was already producing 200,000 barrels daily of ofl from sands, in addition to 

another 800,000 barrels and six billion cubic feet of gas daily from conventional sources.

Yamani said recognition of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) by the 
U.S. administration was necessary for 
both parties to enable the administration 
to realize its desire of resolving the Pales- 
tine question. 

Dr. Yamani said the recognition would 
also help in preserving U.S. interests in the 
Middle East and demonstrating American 
desire and good intentions for peace in the 
Middle East 

Referring to the Iran-Iraq war. he said 
the war which entered its third year has 
become “illogical", especially after Iraq 
had repeatedly expressed readiness to puD 
back its forces to the international borders 
and agreed to settle the conflict through 
peaceful negotiations. 

Turning to domestic issues Dr. Yamani 
described the Saudi Arabian people as 
“clever and ambitious." “Saudis do not 
miss a single chance to serve their home- 
land and activety participate in industrial 
and agricultural projects in the country," 
he said. 

Yamani noted the warm and “unim- 
aginable welcome" accorded to King 
Fahd wherever he went m the Kingdom. 
“The King is very keen to meet his people 
everywhere and whenever it is possible," 
he said. 


Rescue operation mounted 

Floods isolate Riyadh areas

RIYADH. March 17 — The fete of the 
15,000 inhabitants of Al-Dolom remained 
unknown Wednesday afternoon after torren- 
tial rains flooded the village’s brick and clay 
houses. Riyadh Governor Prince Salman was 
to tour the area early Thursday morning with 
his deputy. Prince Sattam »King Fahd is 
reported to be closely following the situation. 

The rain began Tuesday evening and slop- 
ped Wednesday morning, particularly in 
Al-Kharj, Al-Hawta. Al-Hareeq, Al- 
Sulayyel, AJ-Dolom, and other areas. It was 
so intense that it wiped out roads leading 
from one village to another. King Fahd 
immediately ordered the Ministries of 
Interior, Defense and Aviation, and Finance 
and National Economy and the Civil Defense 
Department to mobilize all their potentials 
for the rescue operation. 

A Civil Defense Department spokesman 
said, however, that unusually thick fog during 
the rainfeD forced the men to halt theiropera- 
tions. They were giving directions to inhabit- 
ants of the isolated areas by microphones and 
loudspeakers. Prince Sultan, the second 
deputy premier and minister of defense and 
aviation, gave instructions that all the neces- 


sary military equipment be rushed to the 
inundated area and be used in rescue and 
relief efforts. Crown Prince Abdullah, the 
first deputy premier and commander of the 
National Guard, is also constantly in touch 
with the operation center. 

A Riyadh govemorate statement Wednes- 
day evening said that the authorities have 
managed to supply tents, blankets and food 
supplies to the victims. It added that only two 
persons died in the deluge and some very old 
mud houses were destroyed. 

King Fahd also has established a special 
committee to assess the damage more 
thoroughly and propose a host of measures to 
avoid such catastrophes in the future. The 
Committee is made up of Communications 
Undersecretary Dr. Nasser Al-Salloum; 
Abdul Rahman Al- Ham mad, assistant 
deputy governor of Riyadh; and Ahmad 
Al-Mishaal, director general of the municipal 
and rural affairs of Riyadh Province. 

Prince Salman ordered the immediate 
formation of medical and relief teams to look 
after the isolated people. The teams include 
representatives of the Saudi Royal Air Force, 
the Civil Defense, the Police, the Traffic 
Department, electricity companies and vol- 
unteers from the areas.

SAMs imminent --Khalaf

KUWAIT, March 17 (AP) — A Palestine 
Liberation Organization top official warned 
abom an “imminent ’ Israeli attack on Syrian 
anti-aircraft missile batteries in eas te rn 
Lebanon. 

Salah Khalaf, known as Abu Iyad, told the 
English-language newspaper Kuwait Times 
that the “Soviet Union and the PLO forces 
will be ^involved “in any attack by the Israelis 
on Syrian forces. 

Syria, which sent army into Lebanon in the 
summer of 1 976, has maintained batteries of 
Soviet-made SAM-5 missiles in eastern 
Lebanon's Beicaa Valley. 

Aba Iyad is second to Yasser Arafat in the 
leadership of the Fatah organization. 

“The Israelis regard the SAM-5 missiles as 
a strategic danger to their security,” said 
Khalaf. “But the Israelis cannot discount the 
possibility of Soviet intervention if they 
attack this time.'’ 

The Soviets, be said, feel that the Israelis 
“hope through their attack on Syria to dis- 
credit the image and reputation of the Soviet 
Union in the Middle East.” 

Khalaf implied that the purported Israeli 
attack would take place sometime this spring. 

“The attack would be preceded by Israeli 
concessions in Lebanon, in return for the 
greenlight from the United States to allow the 
Israelis to attack Syria,” he contended. 

He claimed that the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon last June was “an American deci- 


Tbe term concession was used to refer to an 
Israeli willingness' to heed U.S. behests and 
evacuate their invasion forces from Lebanon. 

Khalaf conceded there have been “differ- 
ences m views” between the PLO and the 
Syrian regime of President Hafez Assad. 
"But there has been military coordination 
between Syria and the PLO,” be told the 
paper. “TTiis coordination is vital, because 
the Palestinian commandos in the Beicaa Val- 
ley and northern Lebanon are neighbors to 
Syria. Supplies to our forces in Lebanon 
come from Syria, Any confrontation between 
Syria and the Israelis will definitely involve 
our commandos.” 

Khalaf added that efforts were underway 
to arrange a rapprochement meeting bet- 
ween Arafat and Assad. 

In another development, Syrian newspap- 
ers Thursday gave front-page coverage to a 
visit to Damascus by former U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, a man they have denounced 
countless times for sponsoring the 1979 
peace treaty between Egypt and Israel. 

The newspaper of the ruling Baath Party, 
AI -Booth, coupled its report with an editorial 
accusing the current U.S. administration of 
planning to let Israel attack Syria “to impose 
a surrender settlement on all Arab parties.” 

This has been a frequent theme of Damas- 
cus editorials since both Israel and the United 
States expressed concern at the deployment 
of SAM missiles in Syria.

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Probe panel told 
tortured to death 

OSLO, March 17 (Agencies) — A former 
Afghan law professor has told a multi-party 
committee of inquiry here that about 1 2,000 
persons were tortured to death in Afghanis- 
tan after the Soviet intervention in December 
1979. 

Ayyoub Assil told the inquiry he had been 
present as a secretary during a number of 
police interrogations at the Ministry of 
Domestic Affairs in Kabul until he defected 
last October. He said children bad been 
raped and tortured in front of their parents. 

Four other witnesses told the bearing, 
organized by representatives of' all Norway’s 
political parties except the Communists, that 
people bad been buried alive, had their eyes 
pierced and been murdered in mass execu- 
tions. 

Witnesses accused Soviet occupation 
forces of using chemical weapons against 
resistance forces.

Afterwards, Soviet troops advanced wear- 
ing green protective gear and gas-masks, 
which were presented to the panel presiding 
the bearing. “My soldiers thought the Rus- 
sians were using some sort of camouflage 
uniform until I told them what the masks 
really meant,” Abdul Wahid said. Wahid, 28, 
was a paratrooper in the regular army until he 
defected. “The real crime of the Soviets”, he 
said, “is that they are killing civilians.''

Babrak Karmal came to power in Afghanis- 
tan. Western diplomats estimate there are 
now some 100,000 Soviet troops in the South 
Asian country.

Sudan, S, Korea 
improve relations 

SEOUL, March 17 (R) - Sudan and 
South Korea have agreed to establish a joint 
ministerial commission to develop economic, 
technical and cultural cooperation between 
them, a communique said Thursday. 

Tbe commission would meet alternately in 
the two countries, said the communique 
issued by President Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan 
and President Chun Doo Hwan of South 
Korea. 

The communique said Sudan and South 
Korea should cooperate in rural, agricultural 
and industrial development and increase 
joint ventures in construction and manufac- 
turing. The Seoul government was ready to 
establish a vocational training center in 
Sudan, it said. 

President Numeiri pledged his govern- 
ment's continued support for SeouTs policy 
for peacefully reunifying tbe Korean penin- 
sula through such means as simultaneous 
entry of both Koreas to the United Nations, it 


Arab peace team due in U.K. today 


LONDON, March 17 (Agencies) — Bri- 
tain, in an apparent partial climb-down, has 
agreed to host an Arab League delegation 
including a man with close ties to the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization. 

British officials announced that tbe delega- 
tion. including a “representative of the Pales- 
tinian people,” will meet Friday with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and wiQ call on 
Queen Elizabeth U at Buckingham Palace. 

Several previously scheduled visits by the 
delegation were canceled by Britain because 
the Arab states insisted that a PLO represen- 
tative be included. 

Britain has long rejected any high-level 
official contact with the PLO until it formally 
recognizes Israel's right to exist. 

The Palestinian in Friday’ s delegation is 
Walid Khalidi, whom the Arab League 
information office in London identified as a 
member of the Palestine National Council, 
which has a voice in naming PLO officials, 
including its Chairman Yasser Arafat, 

Khalidi is a noted academic, professor of 
political science at American University in 
Beirut, and a graduate of the university of 
London and Oxford. He has also taught at 
Oxford and Harvard and written a number of 
books including "Conflict and Violence in 
Lebanon" about the Lebanese Civil War of 


1975-76. 

The Arab League described Khalidi as 
being very close to the PLO. but technically 
not a PLO official. 

Pressed on his connection with the PLO. a 
British Foreign Office spokesman said: “We 
regard him as a representative of the Palesti- 
nian people.” 

The delegation will be led by King Hussein 
of Jordan and includes foreign ministers or 
other officials from Saudi Arabia, Algeria, 
Tunisia, Morocco. Syria and the Arab 
League. 

It was to bave been headed by King Hassan 
of Morocco, but he is apparently indisposed. 
The purpose of tbe oft-postponed visit is to 
report to the British on the Arab League 
summit in Fez, Morocco, last September at 
which Mideast peace efforts were discussed. 

Tbe British government is expected to 
push for the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion’s recognition of Israel when the delega- 
tion arrives here, observers said. 

A British official told AFP that the PLO 
“would be m a stronger position" if it recog- 
nized Israel's right to a state. 

He added: “The events of the next weeks 
are extremelyimportant in the context of the 
Middle East and whether or not a peacemak- 
ing process can begin.” 


Israel’s expulsion from ILO sought 


AMMAN, March 17 (R) — Arab states 
have taken a first step at a meeting here 
toward seeking the expulsion of Israel from 
the Internationa] Labor Organization (ILO), 
a Palestine liberation Organization (PLO) 
representatives said. 

An Arab labor conference which ended an 
J 1-day meeting Wednesday endorsed a PLO 
resolution containing the demand, PLO labor 
specialist Abdul Rahim Ahmad told Reuters. 

He said a committee would draft the resol- 
ution to be submitted to the Arab Labor 
Organization's board Q f directors at its next 
meeting in the second half of April. 

Once approved bv the board, the five- 


point resolution would be passed to member 
states who would contact friendly countries 
to tty to have it passed at the next ILO session 
in Geneva in June, Ahmad said. 

As well as demanding Israels expulsion, the 
draft calls on the Geneva-based ILO, a 
United Nations specialized agency, to cease 
all technical and financial assistance to Israel. 

It also proposes to set up at ILO headquar- 
ters a day of solidarity with the Palestinian 
people and workers in Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories, along the lines of the exiting Apart- 
heid Day. It condemns Israel and demands 
that it stop building settlements on occupied 
land.

On leftist takeover threat in Central America 

Mexico rejects ‘domino theory* 


MEXICO CITY, March 1 7 ( AP) — Presi- 
dent Miguel de la Madrid says he rejects the 
Reagan administration's so-called “domino 
theory" on the threat of a leftist takeover in 
Central America and claims that, in any case, 
it will not affect Mexico. 

He also claims Mexico’s severe economic 
problems will not cause political instability or 
lay open to threats by leftist forces. Speaking 
to a group of American publishers visiting 
here, De la Madrid said Tuesday that Mexico 
is “concerned by the political tension and 
violence in Central America.'' 

But he said his administration opposes a 


military solution, especially in Nicaragua and 
El Salvador. 

“Mexico insists on negotiated agreements 
between countries and within countries," he 
said and repeated a long-standing offer by 
Mexico to mediate in the region's conflicts. 
He said his administration would be pleased 
to cooperate “in any action aimed at these 
objectives.” 

Then, referring to “domino theory" specu- 
lation by officials of U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's administration that a leftist 
takeover in El Salvador would eventually 
spread to the other Central American coun- 


Situation ‘ could become desperate * 

Shultz urges Salvador aid 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (API — Sec- 
retary of Slate George P. Shultz said Wed- 
nesday the military situation in El Salvador 
was not good and "could become desperate" 
if Congress rejects President Ronald 
Reagan's requests for increased military 
assistance. 

Appearing before a House of Representa- 
tives Appropriations Subcommittee, Shultz 
encountered some skepticism from legis- 
lators but surprisingly little hostility as he 
appealed for support for the president's aid 
package. 

The polite exchanges with committee 
members contrasted sharply with previous 
congressional appearances in which Shultz 
and other administration witnesses have 
found their Salvador policy subjected to vig- 
orous challenge. 

He departed from his otherwise low key 
approach only when discussing the Salvado- 
ran guerrilla movement and what he said 
were their Soviet bloc supporters. 

Shultz criticized the tactics of the Salvado- 
ran insurgents, claiming their campaign of 
“rule or ruin is depriving the people of 0 


Salvador of food, water, transportation, light, 
sanitation and work." 

He also took issue with the claims of Com- 
munist countries which, he said, attempt to 
portray the United States as a status quo 
power intent on seeking “weak, unstable 
neighbors thar we can dominate and exploit." 

“These assertions are lies." Shultz said. 
“We are. in fact, allied with progressive 
forces working for economic development, 
Teform and democracy. We seek not weak 
exploitable neighbors but ones that are 
strong, secure and independent." 

The administration has asked Congress for 
an additional SI 10 million in security assis- 
tance for El Salvador, of which $60 million 
would involve transferring military aid now 
earmarked for other countries. 

The subcommittee has veto power over the 
$60 million installment. In his prepared 
remarks. Shultz said the security situation, 
“though not desperate, is not good and could 
become desperate if we faif to help." He said 
last week, the United States had to provide an 
emergency airlift of “critically needed small 
arms ammunition." 


tries and Mexico, De la Madrid said: “ Mexico 
is a very strong domino and will not be easily 
toppled.” 

He also said he was “pleased to see that 
there has been some new understanding of 
this situation in the United States govern- 
ment,” but did not elaborate. 

De la Madrid took office Dec. 1 for a six- 
year term in the middle of Mexico's worst 
recession in half a century. However, foreign 
observers here who asked not to be identified 
claim there are indications Mexico is quietly 
softening its opposition to U.S. policy over 
Central America. 

The Reagan administration last year 
turned down an offer by De la Madrid's pre- 
decessor, President Jose Lopez Portillo, to 
mediate differences between the United 
States and Cuba and between the United 
States and Nicaragua's Sandinista regime. 

Similarly, the Reagan administration 
strongly criticized a joint Mexican- French 
statement in 1982 recognizing the leftist 
rebels fighting for power in El Salvador as a 
legitimate political force. More than 42,000 
persons have been killed in that country's 
Civil War during the past 41 months. 

Meanwhile, in Ottawa, Mexican Foreign 
Minister Bernardo Sepulveda Amor and his 
Canadian counterpart, Allan Maceachen, on 
Wednesday pinpointed economic and social 
inequality as the causes of the Central 
American conflicts, AFP reports. 

“We do not.agree with the American gov- 
ernment that the troubles in the region are 
the result of the East- West conflict, even if 
the local economic situation lends itself to 
Cuban and Soviet intervention" a high 
Canadian official said after the one and a half 
hour meeting between the two foreign minis- 
ters. 

Maceachen told Sepulveda that Canada 
would lend its good offices to mediate the 
conflicts, the official added. Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau is scheduled to meet 
Sepulveda and extend an invitation to Presi- 
dent De la Madrid to visit Canada. 


Groucho Marx estate trial goes to jury 


SANTA MONICA. California, March 17 
(Agencies) — The Groucho Marx estate trial 
went to the jury Wednesday with the judge 
telling jurors they must decide “without sym- 
pathy, prejudice or passion” whether Erin 
Fleming misused her influence to obtain a 
fortune from the late comedian. 

The Bank of America sued Miss Fleming, 
claiming she misused her influence as Marx's 
caretaker and confidante to obtain $428,000 
in cash and gifts, including two bouses and a 
Mercedes Benz. 

The bank wants that property returned to 
the estate and also seeks $500,000 in punitive 
damages. Judge Jacqueline Weiss, after two 
months of testimony, told jurors that the 
bank must have proved that Miss Fleming 


received the fortune “by undue influence or 
fraud or by breach of her fiduciary duties." 

The judge said the bank must prove Miss 
Fleming guilty of “malice, oppression and 
fraud" against the comic genius of film and 
television. The zany, cigar-chomping 
memberofthe Marx brothersdied in 1977*at 
age 86. 

Ms. Weiss told jurors that if they End in 
favor of the bank, they may award punitive 
damages“by way of example or punishment" 
against Miss Fleming in an amount they can 
decide. 

Summing up a seven-week hearing. Miss 
Fleming's lawyer said the actress has been 
subjected to a sadistic persecution built on 
smut and dirt. 


Witnesses for the bank, including nurses to 
Marx, have told the Santa Monica Superior 
Court that 42-year-old Miss Fleming 
screamed at him, pushed him and gave him 
tranquilizers against his will. 

Miss Fleming' s lawyer. David Sabih, told 
the jury of nine women and three men that his 
client had stood up to a sadistic persecution, 
based on smut and dirt, by the bank and its 
lawyer. J. Brin Schulman. He said no matter 
whether the bank or Marx's relatives 
believed Miss Fleming was rude, it was a rich 
man s right to give as much as he wished. 

Schulman told the court in his summing up 
Monday that Miss Fleming was a self-seeking 
opportunist who flaunted her charms before 
Marx.

Clark was convicted in January of the mur- 
ders of the six, ranging m age from 15 to 24 v 
who frequented spots on a section of Sunset 
boulevard in Los Angeles known as Sunset 
Strip. Ae tun maintained his innocence but 
called on the juty during the trial to recom- 
mend the death sentence. 

Another of Clark's lawyers. Maxwell 
Keith, had earlier asked the judge to spare 
Qark's life. “He is the sickest person I ever 
saw,” Keith said. Prosecutor Robert Jorgen- 
sen drew laughter in the courtroom when he 
asked that Clark receive six consecutive 
dearh sentences. 

Jorgensen explained that if any of the con- 
victions were overturned, ' he wanted to 
ensure Clark could still be punished on the 
remaining counts. Carol Bundy, a 32-year- 
old nurse and former friend of Dark, will 
stand trial on April 1 Hon two murder charges 
in connection with the case. ,

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The Soviet 
U.N. mission on New York's upper east side 
got 2,640 threatening or abusive telephone 
calls in the first two months of this year. 
Ambassador Oleg A. Troyanovsky said in a 
letter issued here Wednesday. Troyanovsky 
said that every day it received ~a large 
number of telephone calls with threats to 
blow up the mission building and with 
unprintable epithets." Troyanovslcy’s letter, 
addressed to the United States' U.N. mission, 
said American authorities “should immedi- 
ately take effective measures for the cessa- 
tion of such hooliganisric actions against the 
Soviet mission." 

SEATTLE, Washington (AP) — An 
engine on a United Airlines 727 exploded on 
takeoff Wednesday at Sea tti e-Tacoma Inter- 
national Airport, scattering engine pieces 
and closing the runway for about 45 minutes, 
a spokeswoman said. There were no injuries. 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Six 
would-be bank robbers and a passerby were 
shot to death during a gun battle with police 
here Wednesday, authorities reported. A 
seventh man identified as part of the robbery 
gang was wounded. Police said the gang 
forced employees of a bank near the center of 
Caracas to turn over more than $100,000 in 
robbery. But when they tried to flee they 
found police, tipped off during the robbery, 
were already closing in. The exchange of fire 
between the robbers and police took place a 
short distance away, police said. 

WASSENAAR, Netheriands (AP)— Paul 
Citroen, one of the most renowned Dutch 
artists of the 20th century, and an early force 
in the Dadaist movement, has died, Dutch 
radio reported Wednesday. Citroen was 86. 

LONDON (AFP) — Seven Polish tourists 
Wednesday took advantage of their cruise 
ship’s stopover and asked for political asylum 
here. Home Office sources said. Authorities 
said they were studying the requests for 
asylum. 

HAMBURG, West Germany (AFP) — 
The conductor of the Weimar Opera 
Orchestra, Peter Guelke, has decided not to 
return to East Gennady, friends of the musi- 
cian said. Guelke, 48, was here to conduct 
Mozart's fidelio, but his wife and daughter 
remained in East Germany. 

BARCELONA, Spain (R) — Josep Lltris 
Sett, a leading architect who was associated 
with the artistic world of Pablo Picasso, died 
here Tuesday night at the age of 80. A disci- 
ple of Le Corbusier, Sert sought exile in the 
United States after the J 93.6-39 Civil War in 
Spain and took up U.S. citizenship in 1951. 
He retired in 1969 as dean of the Harvard 
School of Design.

“When we arrived in the target area in central Laos re«ntly wekaew 
wrong because of an inofdinme amount of enemy activity, including helicopters, trucks and 
troop movements,” he said, explaining why he turned back. 

The United States and" Vietnam have both denounced Col. Griu foray into Laos. - 
Washington said it bad no reason to doubt HanoF s word that no U.S. sexvice men were still 
held captive. But Col. Gritz, a much-decorated veteran of the Vietnam War will? the U.S7 
Green Beret special forces, said local intelligence sources had identified two posable camps* . 

‘•One was in a remote location with less than five (possible prisoners). The other target 
was more accessible and had more than 10." he said. “We elected to pursue the, second 
target," he added. 

Col. Gritz, who said he was accompanied by three other Americans ana by local 
insurgents, added: “I decided to pull back bacause if there were no Americans there we 
would probably have wasted a very courageous local organization. “Our *ear£ in Thailand 
bad been removed and without any radio communication I would nor have hazarded to 
bring out Americans who might not have been able to move under their own power. We 
would have bad to leave them behind” 

Thai authorities had seized a powerful radio set from a house used by Col. Gritz. Before 
be left Thailand, he and four UJS. associates were each given a one-year suspended, jail 
sentence and a fine for illegal possession of the radio. 

Col. Gxitz said his operation, which lasted four months, had cost about $200,000 raised 
from a variety of sources. Asked about reports that film star Clint Eastwood, donated 
$30,000, CoL Gritz replied: “I don't know any film stars. A donation of $30,000 woukf be a 
drop in the bucket.” 

Asked whether he would return to Laos, he said: “There is no question if I warned to 
return there I could.

U.K. sends back Romanian 


LONDON, March 17 (AJP) — A man who 
fled Romania last year after serving nine 
. years in prison for previous attempts to flee 
was denied asylum in Britain Wednesday and 
sent home, even though British officials ack- 
nowledged be would probably go back to jail. 

Stand Babusoiu. 29, was put on an after- 
noon flight of the Romanian National Airline 
to Bucharest only hours after Home Secret- 
ary WflUani White law ruled he did not qualify 
for asylum because he bad broken Romanian 
law by leaving without official appxovaL 

Conservative members of parliament 
expressed outrage at the decision. Sir Ber- 
nard Braine said be was “ horrified." 

■ Iancu Ratiu, chairman of the British- 
Romanian Association, a Romanian lobby- 
ing group, said the decision “will be seen as a 
kind of collusion between British authorities 
and the feared secret police of Romania." 

Ratiu said be called Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher’s office at 10 Downing St.but 
was told by her personal secretary, Timothy 
Flesher. tint she would not intervene. 

Babusiou arrived in Britain in April of last 


year after slipping across the Romanian bor- 
der into Yugoslavia and being smuggled by a 
truck driver across Europe and into Britain. 

Upon arrival in London , he went to a focal 
police station and attempted to apply for 
asylum. He spoke no English and after sev- 
eral tries to make himself understood, suc- 
ceeded, only to be jailed for entering Britain 
illegally. 

After intervention by Braine and by Lord 
Hale of the opposition Labor Pam. 
Babusiou was released Dec. 5 pending a 
Home Office decision on asylum. 

In a letter to Braine. Home Office Under- 
secretary David Waddington said political 
asylum in Britain can only be granted in those 
whose lives are in danger forpoliticaL religi- 
ous or radal reasons. 

Waddington said Babusiou fit into none of 
these categories. He acknowledged the 
likelihood that the man would be imprisoned 
on his return bui said this was because he'd 
broken Romanian laws by fleeing without an 
exit visa. Babusoiu s nine-year jail sentence 
resulted from two previous attempts to flee.

TOKYO, March 17 (AP) — The Japanese 
economy overcame a sharp decline m the 
growth of exports to grow by three percent in 
1982 as domestic consumption rose, accord- 
ing to government figures released Thursday. 

Japan* s gross national product for the year 
totaled $856 billion at the current exchange 
rate, up from $831 billion in 1981, the 
Economic Planning Agency said. 

Exports, the traditional engine of Japanese 
economic growth, expanded by 33 percent 
for the year, down from jumps of 15.9 per- 
cent in 1981 and 18.8 percent in 1980, the 


report said. Consumer spending, however, 
rose significantly from 03 percent in 1 981 to 
42 percent in 1982, according to the report. 

The three percent overall growth rate was 
down from 3.8 percent for 1981, the report 
said. By comparison, the Internationa] 
Monetary Fund calculated various 1982 
GNP changes as: United States, fell 1.8 per- 
cent, Canada, fell 4.9 percent, France, rose 
1.4 percent, West Germany, feD 12 percent, 
Italy, rose 0.4 percent, and the United King- 
dom, rose 0.6 percent. 

Japan's official GNP figures are calculated 


by the fiscal year, which ends March 31, and 
are not yet available. In fiscal 1981, Japan's 
GNP grew by 33 percent. The Japanese gov-

Turks debate law to overhaul banking 


ANKARA, March 17 (Agencies) — The 
Turkish government, which this week sacked 
the top management of two private banks, 
will intervene in other banks if the need 
arises. Finance Minister Adnan Baser Kafe- 
oglu has said. 

The Finance Ministry announced Wednes- 
day that the executive boards of the middle- 
ranking Istanbul Bankast and Hisarbank bad 
been dismissed and replaced by officials from 
the State Agriculture Bank as part of a 
shake-up of the troubled banking system. 
Officials said measures were also being pre- 
pared to intervene in the smaller ISCI Kredi 
Banksi. 

“When they (other banks) get into trouble, 
we won’t hesitate to take similar action," 
Kafaoglu told the National Consultative 
Assembly appointed by Turkey’s military 
rulers. 

He was speaking in a debate on a draft law 
which if approved by the assembly will give 
the cabinet authority to alter, abolish or 
renew by decree most of the laws governing 

GM-Toyota pact 
may hit snag 

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AFP)— The 
recently-signed joint venture between Gen- 
eral Motors (GM) of the United States and 
Toyota Motors of Japan to build compact 
cars in California could run foul of U3. anti- 
trust laws, a member of the Federal Trade 
Commission said here Wednesday. 

The commissioner declined to be named, 
but a colleague, Patricia Bailey, told the 
Senate Trade Committee Wednesday that 
the commission was making an intensive 
review of the joint venture agreement to pro- 
duce 200,000 compact cars annually, but 
could not yet comment on the legality of the 
matter.

What is wrong with the banks? 

Frist, most of Turkey’s 23 private banks 
are subsidiaries of big industrial and com- 
mercial holdings. They lead to their own 
umbrella companies, whether ventures are 
profitable or not. 

“ Some kind of anti-trust law is necessary to 
break up these holding banks,” suggests 
Erdogan ADrin of Istanbul University Bank- 
ing Institute. There are few specialty banks, 
no inter-bank market, few funds in bank 
portfolios, such as government bonds and 
stocks, other than deposits and no outside 
auditors. The capital of the banks is not large 
enough in proportion to their volume of busi- 
ness, exports explain. 

Balance sheets, prepared by the banks’ 
own auditors 'alone, seldom represent the 
actual financial position of a bank, reporting 
profits when in feet losses have been suffered 
in a given year, says one expert. The banks 
are also overstaffed and have too many 
branches, at the last count 6,000 throughout 
Turkey. “They are prestige conscious. They 
are in trouble because they sacrifice profits to 
prestige," commented a Western banker. He 
added that if more foreign banks, with their 
edge in efficiency, entered the Tmidsh mar- 
ket “the domestic banks would go crackers ”

Ataturk Dam 

ANKARA, March 17 (R) — Turkey 
Thursday revised a decision on the selection 
of a contract for the $1 billion Ataturk Dam 
in southern Turkey after protests from Turk- 
ish contractors originally disqualified from 
the bid. 

Some 20 Turkish firms had protested to the 
government that qualification for the tender 
had not been carried out fairly, industry offi- 
cials said. Last month, seven consortia were 
shortlisted from a list of 22 to make final 
tenders for the Ataturk Dam contract, which 
is part of a 12 biDion hydro-electric and irriga- 
tion project near the Syrian border. 

A government decree published iu the offi- 
cial gazette Thursday said new bids would be 
considered from companies excluded from 
the list of seven although it stipulated they 
should make joint bids. They were given 

until May 2 to submit their bids. 

Egypt cuts 
oil prices 

CAIRO, March 17 (R) — Egypt lowered 
its oil price Thursday bringing the key Suez 
blend down by $2 to $27 a barrel, the Egyp- 
tian General Petroleum Corporation 
announced. 

The drop followed the $5 cut earlier this 
week by the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) whose benc- 
hmark price fell to $29. The $27 Egyptian 
rate is for 30 days delivery. For 60 days deliv- 
ery, the price was set at $2735. Egypt, not a 
member of OPEC, normally keeps its prices 
below the benchmark level. 

Prices of Egypt* s lower grade oDs also were 
reduced. The Belayin blend fell from $27 to 
$25.25 a barrel for 60 days delivery and to 
$25 for 30 days. Ras Gharib crude was 
reduced $3 to $23 a barrel. 

An Egyptian Petroleum Corporation 
spokesman Hamad Ayoub, said 
it was hoped to hold these prices at least until 
May. Egypt produces about 700.000 barrels 
of ofl a day. Of this, about 200,000 barrels are 
exported. 
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Dollar steady, pound listless

The Thursday markets saw very little 
activity compared to the fluctuations of the 
past few days.

The pound continues to trade listlessly 
after a no-surprises budget but the British 
money markets are bracing themselves for 
another round of base lending rate cuts by 
the U.K. high street banks to IOV 2 percent 
from 1 1 percent levels. The pound traded at 
$1.5065 levels on Thursday down from 


$1.5100 levels on Wednesday. The German 
mark was steady at 23780 levels while the 
French franc held form at 6.8500 despite 
some profit-taking. The yen was steady at 
237.80 while the Swiss franc rose to 2.0520 
levels. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices rose to 
$425 but continuous profit-taking pushed 
prices down to $416 at one stage.

Investors preparing to quit Venezuela 


CARACAS, March 17 (R) — Venezuela, 
already preparing to renegotiate some $15 
biDion in foreign debt this year, feces a desp- 
erate cash shortage as a result of this week's 
OPEC oil price cut. 

Its currency, the bolivar, has tost half, its 
vgJue on .the free market ,in the. past, two 
weeks, inflation is expected to double this 
year and multinational investors, seeing little 
chance of profit, are preparing to pull out. 
Despite promised budget economies, bank- 
ers and economists say the government has 
little choice but to turn to the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and foreign banks to 
tide it over at least until 1984. 

The 15 percent price cut by the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), of which Venezuela is a member, 
means an estimated loss of about $33 bfllion 
in oil export income from the targeted $16 
biDion, bringing it below last year’s level of 
imports of $13 billion. 

Venezuela also needs to act quickly to 
restructure its foreign debt, which totals $32 
billion, to restore the flow of foreign credit 
and revive business activity that has been 
paralyzed since exebange controls were 
introduced two weeks ago, the bankers said. 
The bolivar was quoted last week at 9.05 to 
the dollar against the old rate of 43, and 
private businesses have begun large-scale 
layoffs to cut costs. 

Foreign investment in Venezuela is around 
$2 bfllion according to official figures, with 
the United States accounting for 50 percent. 
But many multinationals have been hit by the 
new exchange controls and are preparing to 
puD out. 


“The result wiU be that Venezuela wiD lose 
access to the foreign technology and know- 
how it desperately needs for its develop- 
ment,'' said Rodger Farrell, president of the 
Venezuefan-Araerican Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The country has experienced virtually zero 
"growth over the past three years and has cut 
-back on major oil, steel and infrastructure 
investment projects with declining oil 
income, already 20 percent down last year. 

Some economists predict that the bolivar 
could decline to 1 5 to the dollar in coming 
months and they expect the cost of living 
increase this year to double from last year’s 
9.9 percent as a result of the devaluation. 

President Luis Herrera C ampins recently 
said the country must adapt to times of sac- 
rifice, and sharply criticized the previous 
administration for “running up foreign debts 
without control during the delirious years of 
ofl bonanza." The government had set aside 
only $5 biDion of the original $18.1 biDion 
1983 budget for debt service — $1.4 biDion 
for repayments and $3.6 biDion for refinanc- 
ing loans. 

It now recognizes that it not only has to 
refinance some $6.6 bfllion in short-term 
pubbe agency debt, but also $3.5 biDion 
owned by state-owned banks. It is also pres- 
sing the private sector to reschedule between 
$4 bfllion and $5 bfllion. Finance Minister 
Arturo Sosa said recently there were simply 
not enough foreign reserves to service all 
public and private debt this year. 

With the $5 OPEC price cut and its own 
production quota cut to 1.7 mfllion barrels 
per day from the targeted two million, Ven- 


ezuela was thinking of seeking between $13 
billion and $1.5 bfllion from the IMF as well 
as $2 billion to $3 bfllion from the banks, one 
well-informed banking source said. The loans 
are expected to feature in talks in New York 
this week between Sosa and Venezuela’s cre- 
ditor banks. He may also formally broach the 
subject of rescheduling private debts. ■ 

The OPEC agreement has helped darity 
Venezuela's likely cash flow for this year, 
although its full impact on the market 
remains uncertain, banking sources said.

The Portuguese president 
arrived Wednesday for a three-day offical 
visit and talks with Caramanlis and Premier 
Andreas Papandrcou on Portugal's EEC 
candidacy. 


China-U.S. firm to make drilling platform 


PEKING, March 17 (AFP) — China has 
signed a contract worth $20 million with an 
American company for the building of a 
semi-submerisble drilling platform incor- 
porating advanced technology, the New 
China News Agency reported Thursday. 

The China National Offshore Oil Corpora- 
tion (CNOOC) and Baker Marine Corpora- 
tion (BMC) have set up a joint company cal- 
led China Nanhai-Baker Drilling Corpora- ' 
tkm Ltd. which wfll construct the semi- 
submersible platform. The same joint firm 
will manage the renting and use of other dril- 
ling platforms in China and abroad. 

The new company, with a capital of $20 
million subscribed 50-50 by the two partners, 
is the largest set up so far between China and 
a foreign group in this sector, the agency 
noted. The BMC- 1600 semi-submersible 
platform can drill in 480 meters of water. The 


Jiangnan shipyard in Shanghai is to build the 
platform, which is scheduled to be completed 
in 1985. 

Over the past two years, BMC has shared 
in the building of two jack-up drilling rigs at 
the Daiain shipyard in North East China. The 
new joint comapny, established for a period 
of 14 years, will be based at Shenzhen, a 
special industrial zone in south China adja- 
cent to Hong Kong. The agreement between 
them provides for an equitable sharing of 
profits, losses and risks. 

Lany Baker, chairman of the BMC board, 
said: “This venture is going to be a success. 
We'D have problems but nothing is insur- 
mountable, because I'm comfortable with the 
people T m dealing with.” 

Qin Wencai, general manager of CNOOC 
said: “ China’ s offshore oil exploration opera- 
tions wfll progressively develop beginning in 


the second half of this year.” 

Qin said that foreign companies applying 
for offshore concessions in the South China 
Sea would shortly have their applications 
considered. “We wfll seclect the most com- 
petitive companies after discussions with aD 
participants in the bidding, and then start 
contract negotiations,” Qin said. More than 
100 bids were received last summer from a 
total of 33 companies interested in South 
China Sea concessions. 

Qin said certain contracts were likely to be 
signed up by the middle of this year. China's 
ofl output has been about level for two years 
at some 100 million tons per annum. Most oil 
comes from land deposits, a large quantity 
beging available at Daqing In the northeast.

India will save 
$48 0m on oil bills 

NEW DELHI. March 17 (AP) — India 
stands to save neatly $480 million on its oil 
import bill this year if the recently announced 
OPEC price cut holds. 

India has contracted to buy 12.7 million 
metric tons of crude ofl and petroleum pro- 
ducts this year, or about 92.6 million barrels. 
Petroleum Ministry spokesman K.C. Kack- 
atwana said Wednesday. 

At the old $34 a barrel base price, it would 
have cost India $3.14 billion in badly needed 
foreign exchange. 

In addition, India may buy up to about 2.5 
mfllion tons on the spot market, depending 
on actual domestic production and consump- 
tion. That could have added another $620 
mfllion to its import biU at the old price. 

The $5 a barrel OPEC price cut that took 
affect March 1 should lower the cost of the 
contracted ofl by about $386 million during 
the remaining 10 months of the year, and 
could save India up to $91 million on its spot 
market purchases. 

EEC endorses 
jute agreement 

BRUSSELS, March 17 (AP) — The Euro- 
pean Community Commission endorsed the 
proposed international jute agreement 
Thursday and called on member govern- 
ments to sign it before June 30. 

The agreement, negotiated in 1982, would 
help impoverished jute producing countries 
find markets for the commodity and regular- 
ize prices of supplies for jute importing coun- 
tries. 

The pact would set up an International Jute 
Council in Dhaka Bangladesh, to develop 
and promote the use of jute around the 
world. 

Under terms of the negotiation, the pact 
comes into force provisionally when three 
exporting countries, representing 85 percent 
of the ex ports and 20 importers, representing 
65 percent of the imports, sign the agree- 
ment. “It is hoped that the provisional appli- 
cations can start July 1 ” the commission said.

You have a boss who is temporarily cross with you 
because of some serious misdemeanor on your part or 
one who believes something more than a flair for flattery 
is needed for you to win a promotion or salary hike. Or 
you have almost lost your peace of mind and half of the 
night’s sleep because your wife has set her heart on a 
costly household gadget beyond your means. Don’t you 
worry. All that you have to do is to pop into a chemist’s, 
choose the right kind of pill that will instantly change the 
feelings of your tormentors and smuggle it into their 
daily cup of coffee or milk. Then everything will be fine 
and your life will be all sunshine. 

Sounds incredible? Or reads like a page straight out of 
Issac Asimove's Foundation triology? No, two doctors 
at the National Institute of Mental Health in America 
are currently working on such an instant emotion pill 
and they predict that in a few years’ time we will all be 
taking a bottle which may induce feelings of love, cour- 
age, serenity, good humor, calm, contentment and even 
hope and elation. The doctors, according to a report, 
have discovered a chemical that causes monkeys, when 
injected, to shake with fear even though they were in the 
safe comfort of a laboratory. This has led them to con- 
clude, not prematurely, on hopes, that by swallowing or 
injecting chemicals other kinds of emotions can also be 
induced without outside stimulants. 

To be sure, there will be many, like Professor John 
Hughes of the Imperial College of London, who are too 
skeptical to swallow this theory of human behavior. But 
we hope that the American doctors will try their level 
best to remove doubts in their minds by pointing out past 
attempts in this direction. 

In fact, there were reports, some 10 years ago . that 
one American research group was working on a pill 
which, if taken by Negroes, will induce them to think 
they are as happy as their white compatriots. Someone, 
preferably in the U.S. administration, can take up the 
thread where this research group has left it and work on 
some other kinds of pills. For example one pill for Euro- 
peans which will persuade them to believe that the 
deployment of Pershing and Cruise missiles is the best 
thing that can happen to them and another one to con- 
vince the unfortunate victims of aggression that a life 
under the yoke is the ultimate in human bliss. And a 
third one to make poor people believe they are really 
rich and to make rich people more generous. But right 
now we need an urgent pill to convince us that what has 
been said so far is true and may one day be realized.

Al -Riyadh deplored the Zionist 
policy and expressed the hope that 
Arab leaders would be fully aware 
of its dangerous implications. It 
asked whether Arab pressmen 
would be able to unmask Israeli 
designs so that the corning genera- 
tions would fully understand the 
dangerous policy. 

It called on all parties con- 
cerned to follow up and evaluate 
the enemy’s practices and tactics 
in order to encounter them. 


Peace plans fail to halt Central American tensions

MEXICO CITY — 

Attempts to end the bloodshed and tension in 
turbulent Central America are being hampered 
partly by the fact that there are too many peace 
plans. “The governments of the region are having 
problems to agree on which peace plan to discuss,” 
said a Western diplomat “Though this is only one 
obstacle on the road to peace, it is a fairly substan- 
tial one.” 

According to Costa Rican Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando Volio, there have been 18 different peace 
plans for Central America since 1980. None had 
success in defusing the most explosive issues of the 
troubled region: die civil wars in El Salvador and 
Guatemala and tension between Nicaragua and 
Honduras. 

Following Pople John Paul's visit to Central 
America this month, Costa Rica offered yet another 
peace plan, Honduras announced efforts to con- 
vene a foreign ministers' meeting and a gathering of 
heads of state, Nicaragua said it would hold a conti- 
nental conference on peace, and El Salvador cold- 
shouldered a Costa Rican mediation attempt. 

At the same time. President Reagan warned 
about “the advance of communism” in Central 


America and asked Congress to agree to vastly 
increased military aid for El Salvador's U.S.- 
backed army in its fight against leftist insurgents. 

Washington has sponsored a number of unsuc- 
cessful peace moves, including a meeting in Costa 
Rica in October of seven Central American and 
Caribbean countries plus the United States. Dub- 
bed “Forum for Peace and Democracy,” the gather- 
ing ended with ringing assertions that free elections 
were the key to Central America's problems. The 
forum excluded Nicaragua and Guatemala, saying 
their governments were not freely elected. 

The meeting was widely seen as a United States 
effort to forge an alliance against Nicaragua, whose 
leftist rulers have been chief targets of U.S. hostil- 
ity. Diplomatic analysts said the Costa Rica forum 
was meant as an alternative to a joint Mexican- 
Venezuelan proposal which embraced Nicaragua as 
a crucial element in any genuine peace moves and 
urged direct talks between El Salvador's U.S.- 
backed government and its left-wing guerrilla 
enemies. 

Important elements of the Mexican-Venezuelan 
proposal have now been adapted by Costa Rica 
after Foreign Minister Volio said his government 
was trying to work out a new plan incorporating the 


best elements of previous initiatives. 

. VoGo explained that Costa Rica had invited the 
foreign, ministers of El Salvador, Honduras. 
Nicaragua and Guatemala to talk peace and pros- 
pects were good that they would all accept The 
proposal drew a muted welcome from President 
Reagan, who took the opportunity to launch 
another attack on the Nicaraguan leadership and 
what he termed its lack of respect for freedom. 

Just three days after Costa Rica announced 
efforts for a plan to end all plans, Nicaragua said it 
had invited 22 organizations from Latin America, 
Europe, Asia and Africa to a “continental confer- 
ence for peace and sovereignty.” Two days later, 
Honduras said it was preparing a meeting of Latin 
American foreign ministers to discuss peace in Cen- 
tral America. Government sources added there 
were parallel efforts to draw a few presidents to 
Honduras. Progress in promoting peace has so far 
been hindered by disagreement over the causes of 
Central America's conflicts. 

The United States and its allies in Central 
America — El Salvador, Honduras, Costa Rica — 
say that violence and war are rooted in Cuban and 
Soviet attempts to spread left-wing revolution from 
Nicaragua to the rest of the region. 

Leftiks and liberals throughout Latin America 


blame social injustice and economic inequality. 
They accuse the United States of interfering in Cen- 
tral American affairs and say Washington views the 
area solely in the context of the East-West struggle. 

This perception of Central America's complex 
problems has brought Washington into sharp con- 
flict with Mexico, a country many diplomatic anal- 
ysts see as particularly well-suited to play an active 
role in peace moves because of its cordial ties with 
Nicaragua and leftist organizations. The Mexicans 
reacted angrily to President Reagan's assertion on 
March 10 that El Salvador's violence, left 
unchecked, would spread to Guatemala. Honduras 
and Costa Rica and create a threat “to Panama, the 
canal, and ultimately Mexico.” 

At tire meeting of nonaligned states in New 
Delhi, Mexican Foreign Minister Bernardo 
Sepulveda promptly condemned “a simplistic 
approach to international realities ... (which) would 
have us believe that revolution in Central America 
would automatically spread to other countries in 
the region.” 

He added: “The current crisis in the area is tied to 
backwardness, misery, secular exploitation — not. 
as some claim, loan ideological East- West confron- 
tation.” IR) 


New study absolves Emperor Hirohito of war decision

TOKYO — 

A new study says available evidence indicates 
that Emperor Hirohito “certainly was not the mas- 
termind” behind Japan's decision to go to war with 
the United States and Great Britain in 1941. 

‘“His upbringing, training and temperament all 
conditioned him to accept the guidance of his advis- 
ers. not initiate any policy, domestic or foreign,” 
writes Mikiso Hane, professor of history at Knox 
College in Galesburg. Illinois, in the United States. 
In fact, he continues, the emperor, then 40. favored 
settlement of Japanese-American differences 
through diplomatic negotiations, “even though his 
reasons may have been based on fear of losing the 
war rather than on the desire to avoid bloodshed.” 

Hane has written a detailed look at Japan's march 
to war, accompanying his translation of the 1933- 
36 diaries of .Gen. Shigeru Honjo, then the 
emperor* s chief aide-de-camp. “ It could be aigued, 
perhaps, that even though he wished to avoid a 
military confrontation, he failed to assert his 
authority sufficiently to avert such a conflict,” Hane 
says. 

That he did not do so was the fault of his personal- 
ity which was at times “excessively cautious, even 
timid” and his belief that he was barred by the 
constitution from making a decision unless specially 
asked to do £o. 


But when it came time to take a strong stand, such 
as the suppression of an officer's revolt in 1 936 and 
ending the war in 1945, “he was fully capable of 
doing so.” 

Hirohito, now 8 1 and stripped of all but symbolic 
power under Japan's postwar constitution, is his 
nation's longest reigning monarch and the last of 
the major actors in the drama of World War II. The 
part he played in it remains even now a controver- 
sial subject, some historians saying he actively 
encouraged the militarists of the time and others — 
a majority — insisting he was powerless to halt 
them. 

Hane says the Honjo diaries show he was not “a 
mindless puppet” but had strong convictions of his 
own. He may have been irresolute, but he was intel- 
ligent, weD-read and fully aware of the eventsof the 
day. Gen. Honjo served in a number of high posts, 
including that of commanding general of the Kwan- 
tung Army in Manchuria, during the fateful 1930s 
when Japan's militarists slowly, but steadily, edged 
toward war with China and the West. His forces 
overthrew those of Hsueh-Luamg. the young war- 
lord of Manchuria, paving the way for creation of 
the puppet state of Manchukuo. 

Labeled a war criminal by the allied powers in 
1945, he committed suicide. Hane’s English trans- 
lation of the diaries, published in Japanese in 1967, 
was issued recently by the University of Tokyo 
press. 


Hane says the diaries show that “his political 
leanings were liberal, and by temperament he was a , 
moderate.” His other advisers later complained : 
that he lacked sympathy with the extreme rightists, 
and said he was in conflict with the army because of 
his “extremely liberal ideas.” 

During the 1930s, Hirohito, then in his thirties, 
“d isapproved of anyone who was in sympathy with 
fascism” and did not favor an alliance with Ger- 
many and Ttaly, Hane says. “The entries in the 
Honjo diary reveal the emperor's desire for interna- 
tional cooperation and his wish to maintain good 
relations with Great Britain and the United States, 
especially the former,” Hane observed. His senti- 
ments remained unchanged up to the outbreak of 
the war and annoyed Prime Minister Hideki Tojo. 

Opposed to expansionism and chauvinism, the 
emperor criticized the Manchurian army for ignor- 
ing his commands when he was “striving to preserve 
world peace.” He told one of his secretaries, 
Okamoto Aisuke, “this causes me no end of angu- 
ish... When I think of all these problems, I cannot 
sleep at night.” 

Eager to avoid war, the emperor proposed a 
non-aggression pact with the Soviet Union as early 
as 1 934. In a diary entry for Feb. 2, he is quoted as 
saying “ Russia must not be rejected simply because 
its ideology is unacceptable to us. Would h not be 
best to adopt a liberal policy and deal with Russia in 
a just and honorable fashion, thus preventing it 


from harboring hostile designs cm Japan?” 

If Russia attacked unjustly. Japan must be pre- 
pared to respond decisively, he continued, “but if 
we remain needlessly suspicious and apprehensive, 
would it not cause an outbreak of tragic incidents'*" 

Honjo acknowledged the argument but said the 
military was “extremely sensitive** about Soviet 
communism because it sought to stir up the laborers 
and proletariats of other countries. . . 

A humane man dedicated to his marine biology 
studies, Hirohito seldom quarreled with his subor- 
dinates. and abhorred the killing of animats. ” What 
a pitiful sight" he exclaimed when he was presented 
a pair of red-headed cranes by a general who had 
shot them. He refused tu eat them. When, on the 
same day, he was given a live carp, he released it to 
the imperial ponds. 

Hane says one of his weaknesses was that he 
failed to understand the extent of the poverty of the 
pre-war peasants. Historians say their misery led to 
radicalism in the army and the adventures that led 
to the Pacific War. He thought that in their own way 
they ied happy lives, and “should think about the 
pleasures of nature and not dwell on the unpleasant 
aspects of their lives.” 

Hane says this attitude sprang from his Isolation 
from the common people. (AP) 
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Hawke’ s wage pause plan angers unions

MELBOURNE — 
Labor leader Bob Hawke, sworn in as Australia' s 
prime minister last week, has run into trouble with 
the trade unions after only a few days in office. 

Hawke, who promised in his election campaign to 
bring unions and employers together to beat the 
recession, angered the unions with a statement Fri- 
day that the national wage “pause" may need to be 
extended until the end of the year. It was due to end 
in July after six months. Even before Hawke had 
selected his cabinet, three of the country’s biggest 
unions had given notice that they would push for a 
general wage rise in June. 

Hawke, a former president of the Australian 
Gouncil of Trade Unions, was dealt an additional 
blow when the Builders’ Laborers' Federation 
stepped up its industrial campaign for a 36-hour 
week and a SA40-a-week pay rise. Stung by the 
unions 1 immediate push, Hawke last week sent invi- 
tations to government, business and union leaders 
to attend an economic summit on April ii. That 


coincided with an announcement by the Bureau of 
Statistics that a record 10.7 percent of the work- 
force was unemployed. 

After coming to power in a landslide victory, the 
new prime minister had a hectic first week, 
devaluating the dollar, announcing a review of all 
the previous Liberal-National coalition govern- 
ment’s programs and beginning the task of honor- 
ing his pledge to obtain wage restraint by agree- 
ment. 

Hawke's 27-member government is dominated 
by center and right factions of the Labor Party. 
Only one member of rite Left won a ministry posi- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, the Liberal Party has chosen as its 
new leader Andrew Peacock, an attractive and 
popular public performer, in a bid to match the 
“star quality’ of Hawke. With the party in tatters 
after the election defeat, Peacock's leadership is 
critical. Liberals (in Australia the word means con- 
servative) always deal cruelly and quickly with los- 


ers arid there was little thought of ex- Premier Mal- 
colm Fraser when the vote was taken. Fraser 
declined even to vote in the leadership ballot. 

He has accepted responsibility for the election 
defeat, which gave Labor the largest majority it has 
had in parliament since the federation was created, 
and is expected to retire from parliament soon. 

He and Peacock, 44, have long been rivals. In 
1980, Peacock threatened to resign from the gov- 
ernment because Fraser wanted to continue recog- 
nizing the regime led by Pol Pot as the official 
government of Kampuchea. After the 1980 elec- 
tion, Peacock demanded a change from the foreign 
affairs portfolio which be had held, and Fraser gave 
him industrial relations. 

Within five months, relations between the two 
men had become iso sour that Peacock resigned 
from the cabinet, declaring that Fraser was deter- 
mined to get his own way. Last April, Peacock 
formally challenged Fraser for the leadership but 
was beaten 27 votes to 54. (LOS)

Islam in perspective

What the Qur’an teaches 

In the name of Allah, the Beneficent, the Merciful 
ToAad We sent their brother, Houd. He scad : * * My people! Worship Allah alone; 
you have no god other them Him. You are indeed inventors of falsehood. No reward do 
I ask of you, my people, for this (message ). My reward rests with Him who brought 
me into being. Have you then no sense ? My people ! Seek forgiveness of your Lord, 
and then turn to Him in repentance . He will cause the sky to rain abudance on you, 
and wiU add strength to your strength. Do not turn away (from Him ) as guilty 
criminals. * * 

(Houd : 11; 50-52) 

Blessings and fear of Allah 


A full cycle has turned and ignorance was 
back in full sway. 

Successive generations of mankind, their 
number known only to Allah, must have 
lived and passed away, having been guided 
by tTue submission to Allah. This means 
that they lived according to Islam, which 
was the faith of their parents. Adam and 
Eve. They remained so until Satan was able 
to move them away from the straight path, 
which, in turn, gave rise to the kind of 
ignorance which Noah had faced. Noah 
(Peace be on Him), however, was saved 
with his followers by Allah. The rest of 
mankind were destroyed in the floods, in 
fulfilment of Noah's prayers. Again, 
numerous generations, known only to 
Allah, adopted as the basis of their social 
order the principle of submission to Adah, 
which is the meaning of Islam. They con- 
tinued to do so until Satan was able again to 
cause them to stray. The peoples of Aad and 
Thamoud belonged to ignorance. 

Aad was a tribe living at Al-Ahqaf, or the 
sand dunes, in the south of the Arabian 
peninsula. Thamoud was another tribe liv- 
ing in the townships of Al-Hijr somewhere 
between Madinah and Tabuk in North 
Arabia. Both tribes were extremely power- 
ful and affluent. Both also deviated from 
the right path and chose idol worship in 
preference to the worship of Allah alone. 
They accused Allah's messengers of fab- 
ricating lies. Hence, their histories are full 
of lessons for the believers. 

Houd belonged to the tribe of Aad. He is. 
then, their brother, united with them by the 
blood relationship which binds together all 
tribesmen. This tie is emphasized here 
because it should generate confidence, 
compassion and honest counsel among 
brethren. Hence, the attitude adopted by 
the people toward their brother and 
Prophet seems even more odd 3nd repug- 
nant. The parting of the ways at the end 
vbetween the people of Aad and their 


brother comes about because of the 
ideological conflict. Thus the concept of the 
invalidity of ail ties when the tie of faith is 
non-existent is strongly emphasized. This 
bond of faith is thus given prominence in 
Islamic society, making it absolutely clear 
the nature of Islamic faith and its line of 
action. 

Houd starts his call when he and bis peo- 
ple belong to the same community, united 
together by the ties of family, clan, tribe and 
land. They end up, however, as two differ- 
ent nations: One submissive to Allah and 
another worshipping other gods beside 
Him. The two are at variance with each 
other. Allah's promise to give victory to the 
believers and to destroy the unbelievers 
comes to pass only when the parting of the 
ways takes place and the two sides are 
dearly distinguished from each other. The 
Prophet and those who believe in Allah 
with him dissociate themselves from their 
people and consider all their former ties 
with them as invalid. They no longer have 
any loyalty to their former people and 
former leadership. They are loyal only to 
Allah. their Lord and to their Muslim lead- 
ership had called on them to submit them- 
selves to Allah alone. Only at this moment 
of the parting of the ways they are given 
victory. 

“To Aad We sent their brother Houd." In 
the same way as Noah was previously sent 
to his people. He said: “My people I” His 
appeal is friendly, reminding them of the 
ties that unite them together so that they 
may have confidence in what he says. He 
would not have cheated his own people. 

Worship Allah alone; you have no god 
other than Him." The very same words with 
which every messenger addressed his peo- 
ple. Deviation had certainly taken place 
after the believers with Noah disembarked 
from the ark. Perhaps the first deviant step 
was an attempt to glorify the small group of 
believers who were saved in the ark with 


Noah. This glorification might have 
increased gradually by successive genera- 
tion until their holy spirits were represented 
in trees and stones which had some sort of 
beneficial qualities. With the passage of 
time these stones and trees became idols 
which were worshipped and served by cler- 
gymen who made people submit themselves 
to the will of other people in the name of 
these claimed idols. This is only one of tbe 
numerous forms of ignorance which may 
possess human communities. We have to 
remember that any deviation, even by one 
step, from the line of the absolute unity of 
Allah and total submission to Him wifl 
inevitably be followed by further steps 
which take mankind far away from the right 
path. 

In any case. Houd*s people were idolaters 
who did not submit themselves to Allah 
alone. His messenger, therefore, made the 
same address to them as every messenger 
addressed his people: “My people! Worship 
ABab alone; you have no god other than 
Him. You are indeed inventors of false- 
hood.” False inventions are those idols you 
worship alongside Allah. 

Noah then hastens to make it clear to his 
people that he is giving rhem honest and 
sincere counsel, for no ulterior motives and 
that be seeks no reward of any kind from 
them. He expects his reward from Allah 
who has brought him into existence. Houtfs 
statement “No reward do I ask of yon" 
suggests that he was implicity or explicitly 
accused that he had personal interest which 
be tried to serve by making bis call. Hence 
his comment: “Have yon then no sense?'* It 
is indeed singular that people should 
imagine that a messenger from Allah may 
seek personal gains from human beings, 
when Allah, who has sent him. is the one 
who provides all people with their suste- 
nance. 

Houd then directs them to seek Allah's 
forgiveness and to turn to Him in repen- 
tence. The surah here repeals the same 
words stated at its opening as quoted from 
Muhammad, the last messenger. Houd 
indeed gave his people the same promise 
and the same warning as did Muhammad 
thousands of years later. To seek Allah's 
forgiveness and to repent of one's sins 
opens a new page and sets one on a new 
road where good intentions are translated 
into good deeds. Their reward, then, will be 
abundant. They will have the rain they need 
for their farms and animals. They will 
prosper and have bumper harvests as a 
result of the rain which will be coming in 
abundance. Their strength for which they 


were renowned will certainly increase. The 
only thing which may withhold all this is 
their own attitude if they choose to commit 
the crimes of turning away from Allah and 
accusing His messenger of inventing fabri- 
cations: “My people! Seek forgiveness of 
your Lord, and then tutu to Him in repen- 
(eace. He will cause the sky to rain abun- 
dance on yon, aad wiU add strength to yonr 
strength. Do not torn away (from Him) as 
g uilty criminals." 

Reflecting on HoucTs promise , we note 
that it relates to rain and strength. How can 
these depend on seeking Allah's forgive- 
ness and repenting of one' s sins, when they 
operate according to the natural laws at 
work in tbe universe? 

As far as the increase in strength is con- 
cerned tbe explanation is easy. Cleanliness 
of people's hearts and their commitment to 
good action will inevitably add to the 
strength of those who repent of tbeir sins. 
They enjoy better health because they eat in 
moderation and tbeir diet is free from harm- 
ful things. Tbeir consciences are relaxed, 
they have no tension; they have confidence 
in Allah and His mercy. Their social life is 
also healthier because they implement 
Allah's law which ensures for man his free- 
dom and dignity. They maintain tbeir equal- 
ity in front of Allah. Besides, faith taps the 
resources of all people to contribute to 
man's task of building tbe earth, without 
any diversion of blowing up the images of 
false gods. 

People who do not implement Allah’s 
laws in their lives may be powerful, but tbeir 
power is only temporary. It will eventually 
collapse, according to Allah’s laws, because 
it is not based on solid foundation. Such 
power is derived from only one side of 
natural laws, such as hard work, discipline 
and a high standard of production. But 
these do not last. The fact that tbe social 
order and tbe spiritual side of life are not 
well founded will bring about their collapse. 

Rain, on the other hand, seems to occur 
according to natural phenomena. This, 
however, does not preclude that rain may 
be beneficial in a certain time and place 
while it is harmful and destructive in 
another time and another place. Allah may 
decide to give life through rain to a certain 
people, or make rain tbe undoing of another 
people. He may. if He chooses, fulfill His 
promise as well as His threats through the 
manipulation of natural phenomena. After 
all. He is the creator of these phenomena, 
and the creator of both cause and effect. His 
will remains free and absolute to do what- 
ever He likes, however He chooses 


The revealed books before Qur’an and distortions

The need for divine revelations is derived, 
in the Islamic sense, from tbe fact that man, as 
Allah's chosen creature, has been entrusted 
with the task of building the earth. Since man 
cannot, on his own, know all the elements and 
forces that affect his life on earth, and since 
his mind as well as his knowledge have been 
confined to the limits which he needs in order 
to fulfil his task, he needs to be guided on how 
to discharge his responsibility. He needs to be 
told which things are useful to him and which 
are not. It should be pointed out to him which 
practices to adopt and which to leave off. 
Unless he receives such guidance, he can 
rightly complain that he has not been well 
equipped for his task. 

It is not in Allah's nature to assign tasks to 
His creatures without equipping them fully 
for their assignments. Man and his task are no 
exceptions. Prophets and revelations must be 
viewed in this context. Allah has sent succes- 
sive prophets and messengers to guide man 
along the road which enables him to realize 
the purpose of his existence. He gave these 
prophets and messengers divine revelations 
which contained His guidance. Having done 
that. He left no excuse for anyone who 
wished to go astray. Those who stray do so at 
their own peril. They do not only suffer the 
consequences of their own errors when they 
choose the wrong way, but they also risk 
Allah's punishment in the hereafter. Indeed. 
His punishment is most severe to those who 
deliberately violate His law and go against 
His guidance. 

In the Qur’an. Allah tells us the names of 
twentyfive of His messengers and prophets. 
He also says that there were others about 
whom He has chosen not to tell us. Obvi- 
ously, their history is of no relevance to our 
fulfilment of the task He has assigned to us. 
Otherwise, He would have told us about 
them. Of those who are mentioned in the 
Qur'an some accounts are given which vary 
with regard to length and detail. It is abun- 
dantly clear, however, from these accounts 
that all the prophets preached the same faith.

A. All laws may be abused. Islamic laws are 
not different. One basic difference, however, 
between Islamic law and man-made laws is 
that no violation of Islamic law will go 
unpunished. Anyone guilty of abuse of 
Islamic law will face the consequences of bis 
actions on the Day of Judgment, if he escapes 
punishment in this life. An important princi- 
ple of Islam is that Allah forgives only such 
sins which violate His own rights. Any actions 
which is a transgression on other people's 


All called on people to believe in the oneness 
of Allah and in the day of judgment At no 
time did Allah send a prophet or a messenger 
with a message which did not have this basic 
belief Ln the oneness of Allah as its central 
concept- Indeed, it cannot be visualized that 
Allah would accept From any community any 
faith which contradicts this basic principle. 

Differences between these messages were 
confined to detailed legislations. These dif- 
ferences were made necessary by the degree 
of development man has achieved every time 
a new message was given. The messages were 
contained in divine revelations which were 
vouchsafed to different prophets. Some 
prophets did receive revelations contained in 
books. 

Of the books revealed to earlier prophets, 
the Qur’an makes a specific mention of the 
Torah, or the Old Testament, the Bible, or 
the New Testament, the Psalms which were 
revealed to Prophet David as well as the 
Scriptures given to Abraham. It goes without 
saying that the Qur'an is the last of the divine 
books to be revealed, and as such, contains 
the final message from Allah to man. To 
believe in all these books and revelations is an 
essential requirement of every Muslim, if he 
wants to follow tbe example of our Prophet, 
Muhammad (Peace be on Him). If one does 
not believe in all tbese books then his faith, as 
a Muslim, is deficient. In order to be a true 
Muslim, any person must believe "in Allah, 
His Angels, books, messengers, the day of 
judgment as well as predestination.” We will 
devote our present discussion to tbe belief in 
the divine books and scriptures. 

Allah tells us in the Qur’an that the Torah, 
or the Old Testament, revealed to Moses, 
contains guidance which enlightens peoples’ 
hearts, and He praises it in the following 
terms: We have certainly given Moses and 
Aaron the criterion (to distinguish between 
right and wrong) and afigbtandan Admoni- 
tion for the godfearing. (21; 48) It is, how- 
ever, commonly agreed that the Torah which 
was revealed to Moses (Peace be on Him) is 
no longer in existence. The one which we 

rights is not forgiven unless the aggrieved 
party has willingly pardoned the offender. 

Having said that, I must emphasize that 
farther away from Islam a certain community 
moves, more the cases of violation of Islamic 
law and the greater the suffering that results 
from such violations because the aggrieved 
party does not find the remedy which it would 
have otherwise found in Islamic society. The 
example you cite is just one case of such 
increased and unremedied suffering. Yet, 
Islam must not be expected to provide ans- 
wers for situations which are not under its 
control. In Islamic society divorced women 
are well looked after by their relatives or by 
the state. If people abuse Islamic law in a 
community which does not conduct its affairs 
under Islamic law, then Islam cannot be 
expected to remedy such situations. There is, 
however, partial remedy, if the relatives of 
the divorced woman are good Muslims. In 
this case, they know that they have to look 
after her. This is not done as an act of kind- 
ness toward her. but she is entitled to be 
looked after. 

We must not look at divorce as a privilege 
given by Islam to man. Divorce is a solution 
for a social problem. If a man is not happy 
with his wife or if their married Hfe is beset 
with problems due to temperamental incom- 
pa lability, then separation seems to be the 
answer which gives both of them a chance to 


have today has been written by several writ- 
ers in different limes. It has been subject to 
distortion. The late scholar. Muhammad 
Farced Wagdi says: "One tangible evidence 
of such distortion is the fact that the version 
of the Torah recognized by the Christians is 
different from its version recognized by the 
Jews.” The Qur’an states that such distortion 
has taken place and puts the blame on the 
Jews for distorting the word of Allah: Do you, 
then, hope that they (referring to tbe Jews) 
wifl accept yonr message when some of them 
used to listai to the word of Allah then, having 
well understood it, they nsed to pervert it 
wittingly? Hence, only a portion of the 
Torah, as revealed by Allah, remains today in 
the hands of the Jews. 

Perhaps the most important evidence of 
the distortion that has crept into the Torah is 
the fact that it speaks of Allah in impudent 
terms which are totally lacking in respect and 
propriety. Thus, we read in Genesis that the 
Lord was sad and felt sorry that He has made 
man. It cannot be said of Allah that He was 
sad or that He regretted doing something. 
How can that be, when He knows everything 
long before its occurrence. 

Another example of this distortion is the 
accusations that are made against different 
prophets. Thus we read that Abraham was 
guilty of lying. Lot committed incest with his 
two daughters, Aaron caQed on the Israelites 
to worship the calf, David committed adul- 
tery and Solomon worshipped idols in order 
to please his wife. All these accusations are 
false fabrications which must be utterly dis- 
missed by every Muslim without a moment’s 
hesitation. All prophets were people of great 
integrity, observed tbe highest standard of 
moral conduct and set a fine example for their 
followers in the correct observance of Allah's 
laws. 

The revelations vouchsafed to Jesus (Peace 
be on Him), contained in the Bible, is again 
the word of Allah, given as guidance to mank- 
ind. It has been, however, subject to distor- 
tion as well. What we have today of the Bible 
is the four gospels which were selected to be 


the standard gospels. There were some 
.seventy gospels .at the time when the choice 
was made. These gospels, however, are more 
or less biographies of Jesus (Peace be on 
Him). They carried the names of their 
authors. Christians themselves admit that 
their faith upholds the views of St. Paul to the 
exclusion of those of Jesus’ disdples. 

The Qur’an is. as said earlier, Allah's final 
book revealed to man. It contains the total 
sum of Allah's commandments and endorses 
the basic principles contained in earlier reve- 
lations, such as the Old and New Testaments. 
It states in its original and true form the fun- 
damentals of true faith which is acceptable to 
Allah, confirming all that is true in earlier 
revelations and outlining the distortion that 
has crept into them. 

Allah has guaranteed tbe preservation of 
the Qur’an intact, in its original and only 
form, for the rest of time. Thus, the Qur’an 
remains forever the source of divine guidance 
which points out to man the way to earn the 
pleasure of Allah and to be admitted into 
heaven on the day of judgment. 

It cannot be envisaged that science will 
ever establish any fact which contradicts the 
Qur’an. The universe is created by Allah and 
the Qur’an is His word. Allah’s word and 
work can never be at variance. 

Since Allah wants His word to spread and 
to be well understood by people, studied and 
memorized by His servants. He has made the 
Qur’an easy to understand, implement and 
remember. We, therefore, find that a large 
number of Muslim men, women and children 
memorize it from cover to cover without 
great difficulty. Indeed, this is not confined to 
Arabs, who speak the language of tbe 
Qur’an; we find people who memorize tbe 
whole of tbe Qur’an among all nationalities. 
while they cannot speak a sentence of Arabic. 

Finally, since the Qur’an is the last divine 
message, and since it has been guaranteed by 
Allah to be preserved intact, it is our only 
source of guidance for tbe fulfilment of our 
task as heirs of the earth who are charged 
with building it. 



start life anew with a different partner.

More military activity, 
victories without fighting

The Pro ph et’s military activities after Ubod 

The Muslims returned from Badr, having 
completed a successful expedition and gained 
financially in tbe market there. Once again, 
they demonstrated that they feared no one in 
Arabia. Shortly after their return to Madinah 
the Prophet married Umm Sal amah whose 
name was Hind. Tbe title Umm Salamah was 
given her according to the traditions of 
Arabia which are still valid in marry Arab 
countries. The word "Umm” means mother 
and Salamah was the name of her eldest son. 
To call any person, man or woman, by the fact 
of their parenthood of their eldest son is a 
sign of respect. Umm Salamah was better 
known by her title to the extent that few 
books record her original name. 

Apparently, Umm Salamah was either 
middle aged or elderly. This is evident from 
the fact that her own son, Salamah, acted for 
her when the marriage contract was made. 
She. however, was good looking and 
belonged to a distinguished family. Her hus- 
band. Abu Salamah, was one of the first com- 
panions of the Prophet to emigrate with his 
.wife both to Abbysinnia and then to 
Madinah. He was certainly a good soldier of 
Islam and a good military commander. He 
. received a wound in the battle of Uhud when 
he remained steadfast with the Prophet wben 
others of his companions were overtaken by 
confusion. Although bis wound healed and 
he was well enough to be the commander of 
another expedition (where he fought against 
the tribe of Assad) his injury recurrtd and he 
died as a result. 

When the Prophet sent someone over a 
year later to propose to her, on his behalf 
was overjoyed. To be married to thdPropfief 
was an honor no Muslim woman would hesi- 
tate to acoept. Yet she was worried lest she 
should not be able to fulfil her duties as the 
wife of Allah's messenger. After all, she was 
no longer young; she had children, some of 
them were still young; and the Prophet had 
other wives. She, therefore, sent a kind apol- 
ogy saying: "I cannot help my jealousy, 1 am 
old and burdened with young dependents.” 

The Prophet, however, answered: "If you 
arc old, i am older than you. Allah will relieve 
you of your jealousy. You may assign your 
dependents to Allah and His messenger.” 

Umm Salamah was either tbe third or the . 
fourth wife of the Prophet in Madinah. He 
was already married to Sawdah, who was an 
elderly woman, Aisha, who was in the prime 
of her youth and possibly Hafcah who was of 
mature age. 

The fact that Quraish did not wish to 
engage the Muslims in a new battle meant 
that foe initiative was now completely in their 
hands. The Prophet was keen that the Muslim 
state in Madinah should hot be considered by 
any prospective enemy as an easy prey. His 
informers brought him intelligence that the 
Arab tribes in foe area of Dawmat al-Jandal, 
in the north of Arabia and close to Palestine 
and Syria, have been attacking trade caravans 
and threatening all travelers. Their exploits 
had convinced them that they were too pow- 
erful for anyone, to the extent that they did 
contemplate attacking Madinah. Moreover, 
he was told that a large force bad been raised 
to launch such an attack. 

The Prophet, therefore, raised a force of- 
one thousand men of his companions and 
marched with them northward. They' 
marched at night and encamped during the 
day so that they can take their enemy by 
surprise. It was a long journey, lasting fifteen 
nights to cover the distance. An expert guide 
was employed to show them foe way. The 
Muslims were indeed able to take their, 
enemies by surprise and swept through their 
encampments. Thus, the forces which were 


raised to attack Madinah were left with no 
choice but to flee. They went in every direc- 
tion leaving their cattle which foe Muslims 
gained. 

The Muslims encamped there for several 
days during which foe Prophet sent a number 
of chasing squads to make sure that the 
enemy was not regrouping. No one, ho we ve r, 
was willing to fight foe Muslims who went 
back to Madinah after they had established 
their authority in the northern area as well. 
This expedition took place in the third month 
of. the fifth year of foe Prophet’s emigration 
to Madinah. 

The expedition to Dawmat al-Jandal was 
significant in more ways than one. First of all 
it complements the earlier military activity 
which the Muslims had undertaken when 
they sent tbeir forces eastwards, to Najd, in 
the heart of Arabia, before going south to 
meet Quraish at Badr, a meeting which did 
not take place because the other party did not 
turn up. Now, this expedition northward con- 
firmed the authority of the Muslims in all 
areas surrounding Madinah. No one would 
now contemplate that a quick raid on 
Madinah would meet with any success. After 
all, everyone realized that the internal posi- 
tion of the Muslims in Madinah was so much 
stronger after foe evacuation of the Jewish 
tribe of Al-Nadheer. Hence, the principal 
enemies of the Muslims, Quraish and the 
Jews evacuated from Madinah, realized that 
unless an alliance which brought together all 
forces hostile to Islam could be forged they 
had no hope of causing even a dent in the 
solid structure of foe Muslim state. 

Another factor which made this expedition 
necessary was the fact that the Prophet real- 
ized that another source of danger, maybe 
not in foe very short term, was the Roman 
Empire. All areas, north to Arabia, from 
Palestine and beyond, belonged to the 
Roman Empire which ruled over Syria and as 
far east as foe borders of present day Iraq. 
The Arabian tribes in the north of foe Ara- 
bian peninsula feared no authority more than 
the Romans. The Roman emperor, on the 
other hand, did Dot even think it possible that 
anything could happen in Arabia which may 
cause him any worry. It was necessary, there- 
fore, to plant foe fear of foe Muslim state in 
the hearts of foe Arabian tribes which lived in 
tbe north, so that they would realize that their 
best hope was to be at peace with foe Muslim 
state. This would help in the longer term, 
when the Muslims would have to engage foe 
Romans in battle because it would restrain 
these Arabian tribes from attacking the Mus- 
lim army from behind. They would also hesi- 
tate before giving any aid to the Romans 
against the Muslims. 

• r The expedition to Dawmat al-Jandal was 
■ also important in that it gave the Muslims a 
foretaste of what they might expect in case 
they had to face the Romans in a battle. The 
expedition gave them the necessary experi- 
ence in going through the long desert route 
from Madinah to northern Arabia and pre- 
pared them for taking this journey again if 
that would prove to be necessary. 

We have thus given an account of four 
major events in which the Muslims were 
involved without actually having to fight. In 
each of these events a bloody encounter 
might have taken place, ln none of them 
blood was shed. Yet, they all tended io 
enhance the reputation of the Muslims, boost 
their morale and cause their enemies to be 
even more fearful of them. There can be only 
one explanation for all this: Allah was watch- 
ing over this young Muslim state and helping 
it through its difficulties when the Muslims 
demonstrated that they valued nothing as 
more important than the triumph of Islam. 

Yet these events, significant as they were, 
and enhancing foe reputation of foe Muslims 
as a fighting force as they did, did not mean 
that the battle for Islam was anywhere near 
completion. The Muslim state in Madinah 
was stfll in its early days, with its differeu t and 
numerous enemies stfll taking the initiative to 
raise forces and artack it. The Prophet’s tac- 
tics of attacking any would-be aggressors 
before they had time to mobilize fully was 
highly successful in saving the Muslim state 
from several situations where it could have 
suffered a great deal of harm. Indeed, 
throughout this stage, foe Muslim state was 
on the defensive. All the attacks the Muslims 
Launched were, in essence, counterattacks. 
The power of their enemies was, however, 
being gradually eroded and a major rethink- 
ing and reconsideration of tactics was soon to 
be conducted by foe enemies of Islam who 
were always on the watch for an opening 
which might give them the hoped-for break- 
through in their fight against Islam.

England’s European Cup challenge ends

LONDON, March 17 (Agencies) — 
Glamorous Juventus and unfashionable 
Widzew Lodz of Poland combined to end 
England's six-year monopoly of the Euro- 
pean Soccer Cup Wednesday night. 

The Italians, 2-1 ahead of Cup-holders 
Aston Villa, won 3-1 in Turin to run out 5-2 
winners while the Poles, despite losing 3-2 at 
Airfield, qualified for the last four on a 4-3 
aggregate. 

The remaining semifinal places were filled 
by Hamburg of West Germany and Spanish 
champions Real Sociedad. Hamburg, 
runners-up to Nottingham Forest in 1980, 
went down 2-1 to Soviet champions Dynamo 
Kiev at home, but still went through 4-2 
overall, while the Spaniards scored the two 
goals they needed to overcome Sporting Lis- 
bon's one-goal first-leg advantage. 

Though the absence of Europe's more 
glamorous names may dilute the Champions’ 
Cup, few can mourn the passing of Liverpool 
and Vflla. 

England’s six-year reign via Liverpool 
(1977, 1978 and 1981), Nottingham Forest 
(1979 and 1980). and Villa (1982) was far 
fiom distinguished and it is to be hoped the 
new champions, wherever they come from, 
put the romance back in soccer. 

Juventus wfll carry the hopes of the 
uncommitted. Any side which contains so 
many world thus players must be worth 
watching — which the Villa players failed to 
do Wednesday night. 

Platini scored two goals, masterminded 
Juventus’ midfield play throughout and 
inspired the most dangerous attacks. He 
received rousing applause from a sokl-out 
crowd of 70,000 for a well-deserved personal 
triumph. 

The French forword scored the first goal in 
the 14th minute. Midfielder Marco TardeDi 
headed in the second in the 27th and Platini 
made it three in the 68th. Centerforward 
Peter Withe scored the only goal of the visit- 
ing t«am with a beautiful header in the 81st 
minute. 

Hie I talian team, which had won 2-0 the 
first-leg match in Birmingham, showed fester 
and more trenchant actions, causing prob- 
lems to Villa's defense at any attack. The 
British team started the match on an aggres- 
sive note m an attempt to recover the first-leg 
gap. Bixtablunder by goalie Nigel Spink blew 

up Villa' schances and disheartened the team.

The United States is making its first bid 
ever to host the World Soccer competition 
that takes place every four years.

French cheese retains flavor

PARIS — Cheese is a noble product 
shaped from living matter and every stage in 
its production is carefully controlled — simi- 
lar care is necessary when it is shipped, 
stored, transported, displayed and sold. 

The worldwide fame of French cheese is 
due to a tradition going back to several cen- 
turies. It is impossible to state exactly how 
many varieties of cheese France produces. 
There are several hundred types. 

Cheeses may be classified by the milk from 
which they are made, cow, goat, or ewe milk, 
or according to where they were produced, 
Normandy, Auvergne, Jura, Savoie, etc. or 
on the basis of their consistency, that is 
whether made from milk of different animal 
origins. 

Soft cheese accounts for more than 30 per- 
cent of French production. There are three 
categories, soft cheese with white rind and a 
creamy interior, like Camembert, Brie, Carre 


de Est. Coulommiers, Valencay and certain 
cream- cheeses. Soft cheese with brine- 
washed rind, are gold in color and have a 
distinctive flavor. The best known are 
Livarot, Maroifles, Munster, Gerorae, Pont 1 
Eveque and Reblochon. Soft cheeses with a 
natural rind are essentially goat cheeses such 
as Sainte Maure or Crottin. In general, flavor 
of soft cheese depends upon, ripening. The 
riper the cheese, the stronger the flavor. 

Hard cheeses are produced in mountain 
areas where they are cooked and pressed and 
come in large wheels. They are easy to store. 
Semiha rd cheeses are pressed but uncooked 
and contain very little water. They can be 
stored for long periods. Blue veined cheeses 
are unpressed and uncooked. Made from cow 
or ewe milk, they have strong flavor. Proces- 
sed cheeses are so-called because of the man- 
ufacturing process which involves melting 
and blending different types of cheeses. All 
cheeses are best refrigerated and should be 
rewrapped in foil after the package is opened. 
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than one man?"

MANILA (Depth news) — The inventive 
mind knows no gender, and among the more 
outstanding inventions exhibited at the 
recent celebration of Philippine Inventors 
Week were by women. Their work ranged 
from the formulation of foe! substitutes and 
creation of energy and labor-saving devices 
to research on the industrial and food uses of 
common plants. 

One of the faster-selling items, was a lay 
stove by Venida Goloy-Quetulio. A social 
studies teacher in a provincial high school, 
Ms. Quetulio was one day discussing the 
energy crisis with her class and asked what 
might be done to solve it. "Crumple news- 
papers into balls and throw them into the 
fire,” was one boy's answer. 

Whatever wisdom there might have been 
in the suggestion was quickly lost in the ensu- 
ing laughter. But when Ms. Quetulio got 
home, she found her husband indeed cnimpl- 
ling newspapers into balls for fuel. Soaked in 
water for two days and dried, the balls burned 
longer. 

“Then the idea just came to me,” recalls 
Ms. Quetulio. She took three pages of an old 
magazine, folded them as one and tied them 
into a knoL About 12 of those paper knots 
burned for 15 to 17 minutes, enough to cook 
a pot of rice for a family of seven. The knots 
also emitted less smoke than ordinary char- 
coal or firewood. 

The next thing Ms. Quetulio did was to 
improve on the design of one of the com- 
monly used stoves found in her hometown of 
Tayug, Pangasmaa province. The result was 
“Tipid Kalan” (economy stove) which allows 
for better air flow and fixe regulation. Sold for 
about $2 to $4 Tipid Kalan is more expensive 
than ordinary day stoves but it is more dur- 
able. It is much cheaper too compared to 
other fuel-saving stoves made of cast iron or 
aluminum alloy. 

Again it was rising fuel costs which mack: 
Carlita Rex Doran think of a cooking 
medium that is efficient yet cheap, conve- 
nient, safe and labor-saving and ultimately 
led to the discovery of Siroca cooking fuel 
which won third prize in toe utility model 
contest, chemical category, of toe Philippine 
Patent Office Special Award during Inven- 
tors Week. 

Siroca, which can be used for frying, boil- 
ing, grilling, baking and broiling, does seem 


to meet Ms. Doran’s idea of what a cooking 
foel should be. 

A chief feature is its convenience, since one 
simply has to put the fuel into a tin can, light it 
and place it under whatever it is to be heated. 
Covering the can puts out the fire. It does not 
burn by itself and can be safely stored 
indoors. Neither does it emit fumes (being 
free of harmful chemicals) which may con- 
taminate the food, and has no danger of leak- 
ing or exploding. It may even be used inside 
an air-conditioned room, according to the 
inventor. 

A chemist by professioa Ms. Doran is not 
stopping there. She is set to come out with a 
ministove so that Siroca fuel could be used 
more handily in homes, business establish- 
ments and on cookouts. 

The desire to develop fuel substitutes also 
prompted five schoolteachers led by Lourdes 
M. Perez and Aurora Ciaveiia to study the 
“talisai” nut which their province of Batan- 
gas has an abundance of. 

The teachers saw that the fruit, which chil- 
dren eat but has mo other common use. con- 
tains diesel-like oil. They made it a school 
project to extract and analyze the oil, them- 
selves putting in as much as nine hours of 
their free time. 

Blending the talisai nut ofl with diesel, the 
researchers came up with Tali-Gas which 
they claim is basically the same as dieseL It 
was found to have no ill-effect on the engine 
and to be no smoke belcher when tried on a 
diesel powered utility vehicle (Isuzu jeep- 
oey). Tali-Gas won for the group an out- 
standing award in the SEER (Searchers 
Exposition and Energy Research) contest in 
Decern ber l 981. . 


Equally promising is the research done by 
Grace Esther L. Coloma on sorghum, a 
coarse-grain plant commonly used as animal 
feed. The research shows that Kke the 
coconut, every part of toe sorghum plant is 
useful. Its grain can be grounded into flour 
for porridge, flat breads and cakes. The stalks 
contain a semi-cellulose substance which can 
be made into paper, without need of a chemi- 
cal binder. Wax may be extracted from the 
leaves, oil from the grain has medicinal prop- 
erties and the fiber can be used for handic- 
rafts. The research project gave Ms. Coloma 
an award as one of 10 outstanding inventors 
of 1980.

L This is one of those hands 
where you're certain to make 
the contract regardless of bow 
the missing cards are divided 
— if you play correctly. Ob- 
viously, there’s no problem if 
the diamonds are divided 2-1; 
you simply cash the A-Q-9 of 
diamonds and overtake your 
eight with dummy’s king. 
That gives you nine tricks, 
easy as pie. 

But let’s suppose the 
diamonds are divided 3-0, 
which happens 22 percent of 
the time. In that case, one op- 
ponent holds the J-I0-6 of 
diamonds and you can’t run 
your six diamond tricks unless 
you find a way of untangling 
the blockage in the suit. 


It can easily be done by 
ducking the king of clubs and 
then also ducking the queen of 
clubs if West continues the 
suit This enables you sooner 
or later to dispose of your 
eight of diamonds on dummy’s 
ace of clubs and thus run the 
diamonds successfully. 

North cannot defeat you by 
shifting to a heart at trick two. 
You win the heart and lead the 
ten of clubs, following low 
from dummy. This play 
likewise unblocks the 
diamonds and assures the con- 
tract. 

2. Win the diamond lead 
with the jack, draw trumps, 
cash three more diamond 
tricks, discarding a spade, 
then play the ace and another 
spade towards dummy’s re- 
maining Q-7. If North has the 
king of spades, dummy's 
queen becomes your twelfth 
trick. If South has the king of 
spades, you still have the club 
finesse to fall back on. 

It is important to first test 
your luck in spades rather 
than clubs, because you give 
yourself an added chance to 
make the slam if it turns out 
that Sooth was dealt the king 
of spades. If you were to try 
the club finesse first and lost 
the queen to the king, you 
would almost surely wind up 
going down one. In effect, by 
tackling spades first, you give 
yourself two chances to make 
the contract instead of only 
one.

Drug ring bosses freed 

French scandal hits 
four prison doctors 


PARIS, March 17 (R) — A woman doctor 
who headed France's prison hospital service 
has been charged in a scandal over the release 
of drug ring bosses from jaH on health 
grounds, judicial sources said Thursday. 

Solange Troisier, 63, a former Gaullist 
member of parliament, was indicted in 
Marseilles on Wednesday on allegations of 
having issued false medical certificates. She is 
the fourth senior prison service doctor to be 
charged since investigations began last year 
into suspicions that important drug traffick- 
ers were feigning illness and buying their 
freedom from jail. 

Hie probe began when a prisoner said he 
had paid $1 5.000 in an unsuccessful effort to 
secure his release on medical grounds. 

The sources said more people were 
expected to be charged as examining magis- 
trates waded through a thick dossier of sus- 
pect releases. At the center of the scandal is 
the 100-bed Baumettes Prison hospital 
where leadlg members of the “French con- 
nection," the notorious Marseilles heroin 
ring, are held. 

Charged with Dr. Troisier are Dr. Alain 
Cokjmbani, former head of medical services 
at Baumettes, and doctors Bernard Mariotti 
and Raymond Mazaud who worked with the 
prison. They face up to three years impris- 
onment as well as medical disgrace. Dr. 
Troisier, a Paris University professor, 
gynaecological surgeon and member of the 
central committee of the neo- Gaullist RPR 
party, was inspector general of the prison 
hospital system until December. 

The accusations against all four stem from 
the case of Robert Kechichian who was 
released from Baumettes in 1981, alleged to 
be suffering from a serious cancer, while 
awaiting trial for drug offenses. He immedi- 
ately disappeared and was later sentenced in 
absentia to 18 years imprisonment. 

Marseilles Judge Pierre Michel, who reluc- 
tantly signed Kechichian's release after warn- 
ing that he would escape, was murdered three 
months later by unknown assailants. Police 
believe his killing was linked with his inves- 
tigations into the French connection traffick- 
ers. 

Prosecution sources alleged that Dr. Col- 
ombani first diagnosed cancer in Kechichian 
in May 1981. They said his flattings were 
confirmed by Dr. Mariotti and Dr. Mazaud, 
who told Judge Michel the prisoner needed 
intensive care which could not be provided at 
Baumettes.

Indian Army chief 
tours Assam areas 

NEW DELHI, March 17 (AFP) — The 
Indian Army chief, Gen. K_ V. Krishna Rao, 
Thursday began a tour of the troubled north- 
east state of Assam amid reports of a possible 
new mass protest against immigrants from 
Bangladesh and Nepal. Gen. Rao. whose 
command covers India's 944,000-strong 
jnfantjy. was to meet the armed forces com- 
manders in the sensitive border state before 
returning here Saturday. 

The adminis tration in Assam, run by Pre- 
mier Indira Gandhi's Congress (l) Party, 
asked the army Tuesday to take fuD control of 
the state capital Gauhati and 17 other areas. 
The army was given wide powers to arrest, 
search, demolish any structure, and shoot at 
sight anyone indulging in violence and arson. 

Meanwhile, Indian news reports said the 
All-Assam Students' Union, which is spear- 
heading the four-year-old protest against the 
immigrants, had called a meeting in Gauhati 
on March 21 to work out a new strategy. 

Japanese-Americans 
sue for U.S. damages 

Washington, March n (afp) — a 
group of 25 Japanese-Americans, acting for 
120,000 others who were interned during 
World War II as potential security risks fol- 
lowing the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, 
sued the U.S. government on Wednesday. 

An order banning all U.S. citizens of 
Japanese origin from residing, working or 
traveling on the US. West coast was signed 
by President Franklin Roosevelt in February 
1942. Last Feb. 24, a special government 
commission termed the measure, which sent 
120 000 to relocation camps in California 
and six other western states, “a grave injus- 
tice" that explainable only by "war hysteria” 
and “racism." 

The 25 plaintiffs, backed by the U.S. 
National Council for Japanese-American 
Redress are seeking $200,000 each to com- 
pensate for moral and material damages suf- 
fered and for official acknowledgment of 
legal U.S- responsibility. 

The case was put before a federal judge 
here on the basis of World War n documents 
recently declassified. "For the first time, the 
injury has been defined in unmistakably dear 
terms” said one of the plaintiffs, William 
Minoru Hohri- "We believe we have a very 
strong case. 

“This suit is the culmination of the kmd of 
thin os that have been brewing for the past 4 1 
years, since we were interned," Wes Yamaka 
told a Los Angeles press conference. 

Los Angeles and San Franciso, two of the 
main centers for Japanese Americans, agreed 
recently to compensate state and city emp- 
loyees who were interned. San Francisco paid 
$1,250 for each year of internment. 


Fresnes Prison outride Paris which has a bet- 
ter equipped hospital or to grant him provi- 
sional liberty, according to the sources. His 
transfer to Fresnes was opposed by Dr. 
Troisier, acting as inspector general, who said 
Kechichian was too ill for the hospital's 
resources to cope with him. 

The judicial sources alleged her interven- 
tion made it inevitable that Kechichian 
should be freed, despite the gravity of the 
charges against him. They also quoted evi- 
dence by doctors at the Marseilles anti- 
cancer center that his tumor was benign and 
need not have affected his detention. 

Since the discoveiy of the scandal, prison 
authorities have cracked down on requests by 
prisoners for medical parole. On Tuesday, a 
former leader of the French connection who 
was given medical leave in 1980 while serving 
a 15-year drug sentence was arrested and 
sent back to Baumettes after failing to report 
for a heart check. 

Huge sums are always involved in prison- 
ers “buying" their freedom, but details of tbe 
bribes paid or deals made have so far not 
been released officially. Police sources, how- 
ever, claim that “astronomical figures are 
involved," AFP reports. 

Union leader 
smells rat in 
Polish rallies 

GDANSK, Poland, March 17 (AP) — 
Lech Walesa, leader of tbe outlawed Solidar- 
ity labor union, spoke out Wednesday against 
“unorganized and anonymous" demonstra- 
tions such as those on Gdansk and three other 
Polish cities this week. 

“ We were not the organizers and the whole 
thing was very suspicious," Walesa said of 
demonstrations by about 1,500 Solidarity 
supporters Sunday and Monday in Gdansk. 
The unrest in Gdansk, Warsaw. Wroclaw and 
Kalisz was inspired by unsigned leaflets 
which Walesa said “seemed fake, very sus- 
picious.” 

Interviewed before he attended the trial of 
six Solidarity figures in Elblag, 62 kilometers 
east of his home in Gdansk, Walesa stopped 
short of accusing either Poland’s Communist 
authorities or militant opponents of the gov- 
ernment of inciting the unrest. 

The state- run radio said tbe demonstra- 
tions were incited by“anti-Socialist elements 
... doing everything to prevent further nor- 
malization, especially now that preparations 
are under way for the pope’s (June) visit, 
which is clearly unwanted by tbe political 
opposition at home and abroad.” 

Walesa said that his every action is closely 
watched by the authorities, and claimed that 
someone — he would not explain who — 
“wants to eliminate tbe most aggressive peo- 
ple. And they want to demonstrate force ... 
(to tell society) don't try anything, because 
we are very strong.” 

Walesa, who last week called for rapre 
“determined action’’ by Solidarity suppor- 
ters, possibly including “protests, hunger 
strike and strikes." said be was not issuing a 
call foT the kind of occupation strikes that led 
to Solidairty's creation in August 1980. 

“I mentioned those forms of protest as 
examples," be said.“l meant that depending 
on the area, possibilities and effectiveness, 
(we) have to choose more effective and more 
visible means to demonstrate that we are still 
here ami that we will not give up.” 

His goal, he says, is reveal of Solidarity, 
which was suspended with. the martial law 
declaration of Dec. 13, 1981 and outlawed 
last October. 

“Many things can be called a strike,” he 
said. “ Among others, there can be such a 
simple and funny strike for example that we 
don't buy goods” from the state production 
and distribution system. 

Walesa said on his release from Martial law 
internment last November that he was walk- 
ing a greased tightrope between inaction and 
action which could lead to bis arrest. Now be 
says, “tbe rope is slippery, but so far, Im 
haven't fallen down.” 

The 39-year-old former electrician 
declined to publicly discuss his future plans in 
details but said be “will be more active now ... 
and will travel all around the country doing 
the things 1 used to do,’’ meeting and coun- 
seling Solidarity supporters. 

Walesa voiced conditional support for Sol- 
idarity s underground leadership, but said he 
could not endorse all of its tactics, which 
include preparations for a general strike at an 
unspecified date. 

He remains on tbe payroll of the Lenin 
Shipyard, Walesa said, but so fax manage- 
ment has not allowed him to resume his old 
job there, and has not given him a reason.

ALICE SPRINGS. Australia, March 17 
(R) — Flash floods which swept through this 
centra] Australia desert town left one man 
dead and four persons missing, police said 
Thursday. 

Tbe floods Wednesday night in normally 
dry Alice Springs followed torrential storms 
which in bouts dumped about six inches of 
rain in the area’ s heaviest downpour for more 
than 1 0 years. Police said the floodwaters had 
receded but added that tbe rain had started 
again and more storms were forecast. The 
Todd River, a wide water course which was 
completely dry Wednesday, rose to four met- 
ers at one stage and burst its banks. 

The dead man was one of four persons in a 
caravan on the river bank which was swept 
downstream. His body was found on a sand- 
bank outside town as the river dropped to 
about one meter deep. The other three, and a 
man swept off a causeway about the same 
time, were still missing, a police spokesman 
added. 

Britain's Prince Charles, his wife the Prin- 
cess of Wales and tbeir son Prince William 
are due in Alice Springs on Sunday to start a 


six-week tour of Australia and New Zealand. 

A government official who arrived m Alice 
Springs on Thursday to complete arrange- 
ments for the three ^day royal visit there said: 
“we are ahead as planned." 

The floods have washed out many local 
roads around the outback town as well as the 
main Stuart Highway which links it to Darwin 
to the north and Adelaide to the south. Many 
telephone and all commercial telex links with 
the area have been out of action since tbe 
floods, and the town has been without electr- 
icity since Wednesday night whnn ' f~>pdwater 
damaged equipment in the station's 

basement. Most large bui dings have 
emergency generators. ^ 

The storms were the latest in a series of 
•extreme weather conditions which have 
caused death and destruction in Australia 
recently. In February, a combination of 
strong winds and the worst drought this cen- 
tury produced devastating bushfires around 
the southern cities of Melbourne and 
Adelaide. The fires killed 72 persons. Only 
weeks later, flash floods m the Adelaide hills 
caused widespread damage but no casualties. 


Convicted Soviet spy dies 


WARSAW, March 1 7 (AP) — Fred Rose, 
a convicted Soviet spy who was Canada’s only 
member of parliament elected under the 
Communist banner, has died in his native 
Poland, his wife Fanny Rose said Thursday. 
He was 76. 

Mrs. Rose said her husband died Wednes- 
day in Warsaw but she was too upset to give a 
reporter further details. The cause of death 
was unknown. 

After the conviction in 1947, the Canadian 
government forbade him from visiting his 
daughter, said Merilly Weisbord, a friend in 
Montreal who spent five days with Rose in 
Warsaw in 1 978 while researching a book on 
Canadian radicals. 

In 1 945, Igor Gouzenko, a young decoding 
clerk at the Soviet Embassy in Ottawa, 


defected and gave the Canadian government 
a list of its citizens described as spies for the 
Soviet Union. 

“Of all the persons mentioned in the Rus- 
sian documents ... none, Soviet officials 
excepted, have been more repeatedly and 
prominently mentioned than Fred Rose,” a 
royal commission reported in 2946 after 
investigating Gouzenko's revelations. The 
documents said Rose gave the Soviets details 
about a secret wartime session of parliament 
m 1944. 

Born Fred Rosenborg in 1907, Rose 
moved nine years later with his parents and 
settled in MontreaT s working-class district of 
Cartier. Rose was elected as the Communist 
Labor Progressive member of parliament in 
1943 and won re-election in 1945. 


Illegal aliens facing Belgian swoop 


BRUSSELS, March 17 (AFP) — The Bel- 
gian government is planning to crack down 
on illegal Asian and African immigrants, 
either arriving or living here, as public con- 
cern grows over their presence. 

Several burgomasters (mayors) have told 
the government that they will not provide 
food, aid or shelter for these immigrants, 
mainly from Ghana, India, Pakistan. Zaire 
and Romania. 

A Belgian Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
denying reports that immigrants would be 
sent to disused barracks while tbeir situation 
was examined, said it was possible a reception 
center near the Zaventem International Air- 
port would be prepared for refugees seeking 
political asylum in Belgium.

Meanwhile, several mayors are refusing to 
provide social benefits to 600 Pakistanis who 
have arrived here this year. Mayor Roger 
Nols called on residents of his district to 
commemorate on Saturday the first anniver- 
sary of the death of a young Belgian “cow- 
ardly murdered by a group of young North 
Africans.” 

Belgian associations for the defense of 
immigrants are organizing a mass rally March 
25 to protest hardier Belgian immigration 
controls. 

They are opposed to a chaft project to timit . 
immigrants to a certain tolerance quota in 
each Brussels district to prevent local resi- 
dents from, being swamped out by foreigners. - 
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• WASHINGTON, March 1 7 (Agencies) — 
The U.S. Justice Department wants to inter- 
rogate accused Nazi war criminal Klaus Bar- 
bie, awaiting trial in France, concerning Bar- 
bie's alleged postwar links with American 
intelligence in . Europe, a department 
spokesman said here. 

“We are very seriously considering that,” 
said Allan Ryan, who is heading an inquiry 
opened this week into Barbie's 'activities. 
Barbie, 69. head of the' Gestapo in Lyons 
from 1942 to 1944, subsequently fled to 
Bolivia, which last month expelled him to 
France, where he is charged with crimes 
against humanity. 

Shortly after he arrived in France, reports 
surfaced concerning Barbie's collaboration 
with American intelligence services, which 
reportedly paid him SI ,700 a month- for 
information on the location of Nazis in 
Europe. Tbe U.S. Justice Department has 
also released documents indicating that Bar- 
bie entered the United States on four occa- 
sions in 1969 and 1970 with a Bolivian pass- 
port under the name Klaus Altmarm, an alias 
he is said to have used in Bolivia. 

Meanwhile, Barbie's daughter-in-Jaw 
believes he and the French resistance hero be 
allegedly, tortured to death could have 
become friends “under different circums- 
tances," according to an interview broadcast 
Wednesday by French radio. 

Franco ise Croisaer de AJtman, widow of 
Barbie’s only son, told Radio France-Inter in 
an interview from -Bolivia thai her father-in- 
law had great- respect for resistance leader 
Jean Moulin. 

Barbie was head oif the Gestapo in tbe 
southern French city of Lyon when he and a 
dozen men captured Moulin in June 1943 in a 
raid on a supposedly secret resistance meet- 
ing. Moulin bad been sent from London to 
occupied France by Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
to organize the various resistance factions 
. under a unified command. 

Barbie is accused of torturing Moulin to 
death, a charge he has repeatedly denied. 
“He (Barbie) spoke to. me of Jean Moulin,” 
Mrs. Croisier de Altman said. “He said he 
was a man he appreciated and with whom, 
lamentably, he came into contact as an ■ 
enemy. They could have been friends under 
different circumstances.'' 

She said Barbie was “a just man, good’and 
honest and an excellent grandfather and 
father-in-law.” She also denied reports that 
Barbie was involved in illegal drug transac- 
tions in Bolivia, where he lived from 1951 
until his expulsion and subsequent extradi- 
tion to France last month. 

. Mrs. Croisier de Altman was married to 
Barbie's only son, Klaus- Altman Wflhems, 
who was killed in an automobile accident In 
May 1981. She teaches French in Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia, and the interview was conducted in 
French. Barbie, whose wife died of cancer 
last December, has a daughter living in 
Austria. 

. Court sources in Lyon said Wednesday 
prosecutors are awaiting medical approval 
before resuming their questfrrajgn of the 
69-year-old Barbie, who underwent success- 
ful emergency hernia surgery two weeks ago.

China jails 
3 radicals 

PEKING, March 17 (R) — Three extreme 
leftist leaders have been jailed for “counter- 
revolutionary’' crimes committed during the 
Maoist Cultural Revolution of 1966-76. tbe 
Peking Deify said Thursday. 

Tbe official newspaper said former student 
leader Kuai Dafu, a star prosecution witness 
at the trial of the “gang of foui” radicals led 
by Mao Tse-ttmgs widow Jiang Qmg, was 
given a 17-year sentence for murder and 
other crimes. 

A former Peking University woman 
teacher, Nie Yuanzi, who won national feme 
for writing the first “big character poster” of 
tbe Cultural Revolution, was also given a 
17-year sentence,, white another prominent 
student leader, Han Aijing, was jailed for 15 
years, the paper added. 

Kuai and Nie admitted most of tbeir crimes 
but denied being counterrevolutionaries. 
Han “shifted the blame onto others and 
absolved himself from blame," it said. Nie, 
62, “took part in plots aimed at overthrowing 
the power of the people's democratic dic- 
tatorship” and also framed and persecuted 
‘ many innocent people, the newspaper said. 

The Peking Doify said the trial of tbe three 
ended Wednesday and was attended by 3,000 
persons. Chinese sources said they were all 
arrested several years ago and had been in jail 
ever since. 

The paper said that in sentencing Kuai, the 
court had taken into consideration the feet 
that be had given important evidence in tbe 
“gang of fora?* trial in November 1980. 

Kuai, 37. was brought from jail to give 
crucial testimony against Jiang Qing's 
henchman, former Shanghai city boss Zhang 
Cbunqiao. At tbe trial, Kuai told how, in 
December 1966, Zhang ordered him to publ- 
icly discredit head of state Liu Staaoqi and 
China’s present strongman, Deng Xiaoping. 

. “You young revolutionary fighters should 
... flog the cur that has fallen into the water. 
Make their very names stink. Don’t stop 
half-way” Kuai. quoted Zhang as saying. 
Zhang, who refused to utter a word through- 
out his trial, .was given a suspended death 
sentence which was commuted to life impris- 
onment last January. 

Letter bomb claimed 

.. BUENOS. AIRES, March 17 (R) — An 
ultra-nationalist Argentine group has 
claimed responsibility for letter bombs sent 
to British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
and U.S. Navy headquarters in London this 
week, the private news agency DYN reported 
Wednesday night. 

The agency said it had received a call from 
a man: saying he belonged to an organization 
called “April 2” after the date on which 
Argentina occupied the Malvinas (Falkland) 
Islands, sparking the South Atlantic war last 
year. 

DYN quoted the caller as saying: "unfor- 
tunately, the letter we sent to British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher was intercepted 
... but sooner or later we are going to blow off 
her head." 

Two letter bombs sent tq Mrs. Thatcher's 
official residence in Downing Street were 
safely defused . Wednesday and Tuesday. 
Another, sent to the U.S. Navy’s European 
headquarters in London, went off Tuesday 
and slightly injured a chief petty officer. 

Tank rider back in post 

- BASINGSTOKE, England, March 17 
(AP) — A teen-age soldier who took home 
the 50-ton Chieftan tank be had been learn- 
ing to drive was allowed to return to duty 
Wednesday, according to the Defense Minis- 
try. 

Nineteen-year-old Philip Maton is back 
driving a tank in military exercises in West 
Germany with his unit, said a ministry 
spokesman. “No disciplinary action has been 
taken against him.” His mother Diane, 36, 
said she was “very relieved’' her son was 
working again. 

Maton had been under “close arrest” Feb. 
18 after driving the tank — equiped to lay a 
steel bridge — 80 miles to his home in this 
Hampshire town. 

He drove at top speed, 22 mph, along wind- 
ing rural roads without mishap and parked 
outside his home at 6 a.m.' When his parents 
failed to notice his arrival, be drove to his old 
schooTs playground where schoolchildren, 
and army officials, found him. 
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
